INETEEN YEARS have elapsed 

since Dr. William T. Watson 
founded the Florida Bible Institute ... 
which later developed into Trinity Col- 
lege, an important educational center 
devoted to the training of deserving 
young people for definite Christian 
service. 


The school has enjoyed steady growth 
from the beginning. Pastors, evangelists, 
missionaries, teachers, youth leaders 
and other Christian workers have gone 
from its classrooms into many parts of 
the world. 


Evangelist Billy Graham, whose re- 
vival crusades are stirring whole cities, 
points with pride to Trinity College as 
his alma mater. Addressing a banquet 
in St. Petersburg under its auspices, 
the evening of January 13th, he stated 
that the greatest three and one-half 
years of his life were spent in this 
school. It was there that he received 
a call to preach the Gospel. 


The next afternoon, speaking before 
an open-air audience of more than 
20,000, he praised the institution in 
highest terms, emphasized the quality 
of teaching its students receive ... and 
congratulated Dr. Watson for having 
moved steadily forward, often in the 
face of hardship and discouragement. 


His presence in St. Petersburg mark- 
ed the inauguration of a campaign to 
raise funds for the purchase of the 
new building into which the school was 
then moving. 


PALATIAL PROPERTY 
PURCHASED 


A group of buildings, the beauty of 





which baffles descriptive powers, was 
erected by millionaires a few years ago | 


near St. Petersburg, Florida and called 
the Belleair Country Club. 


The five acre site, carpeted with a 
sprawling lawn and strewn with stately 
palm trees, overlooks Clearwater Bay 
and the Gulf of Mexico. The premises 
became famous as a night spot and 
exclusive sporting center, where people 
of wealth gambled and drank and 
danced in splendor. The furnishings 
were the best that money could buy. 


Complaints began to be registered 
with law enforcement officers last year 
and this resulted in a series of raids. 
Life became miserable for those in 
charge. The gamblers moved out and 
the buildings were left idle for several 
months. 


Dr. Watson heard that the property 
could be purchased at a bargain price. 


Persons familiar with Florida values 
appraised the land, buildings and fur- 
nishings at a half million dollars. An 
offer of one hundred and ten thousand

dollars by Trinity College was accept- 
ed ... with a proviso that the purchase 
could be made on a reasonable payment 
plan. 

Dr. Watson says: “A substantial pay- 
ment has been made. Other payments 
will be smaller until the balance is com- 
pleted. We want to pay off the entire 
amount before it is due so as to save 
on interest. To this end, we solicit the 
prayers of Bible-believing Christians 
everywhere.” 

Seven thousand dollars was raised 
at the banquet addressed by Billy Gra- 
ham.

PEAKERS with notorious red records 
are brought to Wichita each year 
under the auspices of an organization 
known as the “Institute of International 


Relations.” 


They appear before student bodies, 
church congregations, civic organiza- 
tions and other groups ... and always 
receive favorable publicity in the local 
press. The Institute has its main local 
base of operations at Friends Univer- 
sity, where students are given special 
credits for attending, and reporting in 
annual sessions. 


The most virulent type of pro-Rus- 
sian propaganda is expounded, no mat- 
ter that American boys are fighting 
Communism on the blood-soaked bat- 
tlefields of Korea. 


Investigation disclosed that similar 
“institutes” are held from time to time 
in other cities and college communities.

After some inquiry, it was definitely 
discovered to be an arm, or letterhead 
front for the left-wing “American 
Friends Service Committee.” In other 
words, red propaganda was being dis- 
seminated in the reputable name of 
“Quakerism.”

For over an hundred years, there 
have been two wings in the Society of 
Friends. One group holds to the tradi- 
tions of Christian faith, and regards 
the Holy Scriptures as an authoritative 

| guide of faith and life. The second group 
adheres to a form of rationalism which 
denies many Christian beliefs, and 
views the Bible in a destructively criti- 
cal light.

| From this latter group was born the 
“American Friends Service Committee” 
in 1917, founded by Rufus M. Jones, 
| a left-wing radical who also professed 
ito be a Quaker. The organization at- 
tained a reputation for humanitarian- 
ism because of its non-partisan distri- 
bution of food, clothing and _ relief 
supplies. 


Unfortunately, the social concern of 
the American Friends Service Commit- 
tee marked it for easy infiltration by 
persons who use the unhappiness of 
underprivileged groups, to advance 
Communism. 


From 1926 onward, the Committee 
began to interest itself in projects and 
goals foreign to Quakerism. It was in- 
vaded by persons whose motives were 
neither religious nor humanitarian. 
Today, the membership of the American 
Friends Service Committee is three- 
fourths non-Quaker and nine-tenths of 
its financial support comes from other 
than Friends sources. 








The Peace Section of the Committee 
| is heavily affected by radical influences. 
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Here, persons promote pacifism from 
motives other than the traditional basis 
of Friends. Side by side with lists of 
Communist front leaders may be found 
names of persons either members of 
the American Friends Service Comit- 
tee, or used by it in promoting “peace.” 
In lecture hall, forums and seminar 
groups they sing the song of Russia’s 
good intentions and the necessity of 
American disarmament, while the So- 
viets arm to the teeth. 


In 1930 the American Friends Service 
Committee formed a “front” or arm, 
for carrying on socialist and interna- 
tionalist propaganda called the “In- 
stitute of International Relations.” 


The Committee has sponsored every 
year since, “Institutes” on college cam- 
puses across the nation, under the di- 
rection of extreme leftist and pro-Com- 
munist speakers. Lecturers with aca- 
demic connections are obtained, usu- 
ally from distances, perhaps to impress 
local folk, and again, perhaps because 
their radical affiliations are less likely 
to be known among unsuspecting Chris- 
tians. 


The Institutes are usually of seven 
to ten days duration and carefully plan- 
ned with professional people, civic 
leaders, teachers, ministers and a class 
of persons in mind who can be depend- 
ed upon to spread ideas and influence 
public opinion. 


High School Institutes of Internation- 
al Relations are held, in which teen- 
agers, awed by the sophisticated at- 
mosphere of a college campus, are in- 
doctrinated with socialism and_pro- 
Soviet propaganda, to the accompani- 
ment of an attractive recreational pro- 
gram consisting of ball games, swim- 
ming, hikes, folk dancing and parties. 


Because it is ostensibly a religious 
organization, few persons realize the 
subversive character of the American 
Friends Service Committee. A fair es- 
timate may be gathered by an examina- 
tion of its activities over a period of 
years, and particularly by a scrutiny 





of the speakers it selects to conduct 
its Institutes. 


Invariably these programs become 
sounding boards for Soviet propaganda, 
socialism, internationalism and _ orien- 
tal mysticism. The name of Gandhi is 
breathed with such reverence at these 
gatherings, that he may well be con- 
sidered their prophet. 


ROLAND BAINTON, a professor at 
Yale Divinity School and a man whose 
red record extends back for two decades, 
was a featured speaker for the New 
England Institute of International Rela- 
tions held at Wellesley College in June, 
1942, under the auspices of the Amer- 
ican Friends Service Committee. 


Professor Bainton has never denied 
his affiliation with a Communist front 
known as the National Religion and 
Labor Foundation, an organization from 
which the American Friends Service 
Committee has drawn heavily for lec- 
turers. This organization advocates rev- 
olutionary changes in our social and 
economic order, and once publicly stat- 


ed: 


“Instead of attacking Soviet Russia, 
we are anxious to appreciate the con- 
tributions which it has made and, at 
the same time, build here in this sec- 
tion of the world an order that has all 
of the values of the one that is being 
created in the Soviet Union.” 


Bainton also joined a group of other 
socialists in petitioning Franklin Roose- 
velt to lead in a drive to socialize the 
country’s resources and nationalize its 
industries. 


JEROME DAVIS was a_ featured 
speaker at the North Central Institute 
of International Relations, held at An- 
tioch College under auspices of the 
American Friends Service Committee 


in July, 1945. 


As early as 1933, Jerome Davis 
was becoming known for his red front 
activities, and he has never repudiated 
them. A history of Communist front 
affiliations matched by few has been 
chalked up against Davis, not the least 
of which was his membership in the 
American Youth Congress. The Amer- 
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ican branch cooperates closely with 
the World Youth Congress, which fol- 
lows without deviation its leaders in 
the Moscow Politburo. 


While editor of Economic Justice, 
official organ of the notorious Religion 
and Labor Foundation, Davis caused 
to be reproduced in his publication a 
blasphemous cartoon first published in 
“New Masses” and here printed in its 
entirety. 
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Jerome Davis was also an_ official 
of the subversive League for Industrial 
Democracy, a front organization heav- 
ily subsidized by the Garland Free 
Love Fund, which fund was established 
for the support of persons and organi- 
zations promoting Communist objec- 
tives. Davis translated the Constitution 
of the Communist Party of Soviet Rus- 
sia, and his “Studies of Soviet Russia,” 
were printed by the Vanguard Press, 
a Communist publishing concern. 


ABRAHAM J. MUSTE. Widely used 
as a lecturer by the American Friends 
Service Committee is A. J. Muste, who 
has a long and aggressive record of rad- 
ical pacifism, refusal to pay his taxes 
and involvement in Communistic ac- 
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tivities. He was an official of the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union, an organi- 
zation described by the House Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities as devot- 
ing 90 per cent of its efforts to defense 
of Communists. 


A revolutionary socialist and very 
militant, Muste is the idol of a group 
of young radical pacifists who call 
themselves “Peacemakers.” With na- 
tional offices in New York City, most of 
their literature originates from a cell 
at Antioch College, Yellow Springs, 
Ohio. Members of the “Peacemakers” 
are frequently in hot water with the 
federal government. Muste has _ been 
a featured speaker at conferences in 
Wichita, Kansas, sponsored by the In- 
stitute of International Relations. 


The shallow pacifist motives of the 
“Peacemakers” is evinced by a limerick 
recently published in their official pub- 
lication: 


“There’s a bunch of old men in D.C., 
Who are crabby as crabby can be, 
And when faced with the blame, 
Of a world all aflame, 
They say, ‘Russia, of course, 


we.”

BAYARD RUSTIN. Another idol of 
the “Peacemakers” is Bayard Rustin, a 
devotee of Gandhi who tried fasting 
in imitation of the Mahatma, while 
serving a prison sentence for draft eva- 
sion. Emotional and dramatic, Rustin 
is widely used by the American Friends 
Service Committee in promoting paci- 
fism and internationalism among col- 
lege students, wherever allowed to 
speak. 


“Because Gandhi believed in non- 
violence, he had more power in _ his 
time than possibly even Jesus Christ 
had in His,” Rustin said while addres- 
sing an audience in Wichita, Kansas in 


1950. 


Rustin also believes that the Constitu- 
tion of the United States should be 
abolished and a new one written. “It 
is, in points, no longer applicable to 
our times,” he said. While in Wichita, 
Rustin found time to berate America 
by the hour, before college, high school 
and church groups who were betrayed 
by the fact that he was welcomed to 
the city under what appeared to be 
respectable auspices.

KIRBY PAGE is another widely used 
speaker of the American Friends Serv- 
ice Committee, through its propagan- 
da arm, the Institute of International 
Relations. 


While editor of World Tomorrow, 
Kirby Page allowed his paper to be 
used to solicit contributions for the 
Garland Fund, specifically to aid Chi- 
nese Communists. His own name was 
personally signed to the appeal. 


He belongs, and has belonged to the 
usual red fronts popular with pacifists, 
such as the War Resisters League, Fel- 
lowship of Reconciliation, National Re- 
ligion and Labor Foundation and the 
League for Industrial Democracy. He 
is listed as being a member of nine 
Communist front organizations and of- 
ten stimulates explosive reactions on 
the part of loyal citizens who resent 
his remarks in their local communities. 


ALGER HISS. Following his first 
trial for lying about the theft of State 
Department secrets transmitted to the 
Kremlin, Alger Hiss secured the court’s 
permission to attend a Summer Con- 
ference in New Hampshire under the 
auspices of the American Friends Serv- 
ice Committee, at which he made a 
speech advocating world government. 


Choice of Alger Hiss as a speaker, 
after revelation of his guilt as a So- 
viet spy, startlingly indicates the true 
character and aims of the American 
Friends Service Committee. It is known 
that an official of the Committee wrote 
Hiss, congratulating him when his first 
trial failed to produce conviction. 


NORMAN THOMAS. Frequent 
speaker for seminars and_ Institutes 
sponsored by the American Friends 
Service Committee is Norman Thomas, 
holder of almost a record in subversive 
affiliations. Anyone willing to peruse 
documentary evidence will find Norman 
Thomas affiliated with nearly a score 
of left-wing organizations wholly for- 
eign to traditional Americanism. 


MARTIN HALL. When it sponsored 
Martin Hall as a speaker before civic 
groups in Janesville, Wisconsin the 
American Friends Service Committee 
failed to reckon upon the influence of 
an aroused citizenry. 


Truman Kirkpatrick, Chicago area 
director of peace education for the 
American Friends Service Committee, 
said he booked Hall for four lectures 
in Janesville, and for others in Harvey, 
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Oak Park and Aurora. “Some of our 
advisers were against him, others for 
him,” Kirkpatrick said. “I decided to 
book him and I did.” 





The Janesville Gazette described lo- 
cal reaction in an editorial of October 


8, 1948: 


“Hundreds of Janesville citizens who 
last spring heard one Martin Hall, ad- 
vertised as a ‘famous newspaper cor- 
respondent,’ were astounded by the 
speeches he gave here to several audi- 
ences. He came under the auspices of 
the Peace Section of the American 
Friends Service Committee, a Quaker 
organization. 

“His speeches however, were at vari- 
ance with the views of Quakers. Some 
who listened got up and left the hall 
in disgust. They complained that he 
sounded more like a Communist than 
a Quaker. In speech after speech he 
defended the Soviet position and attack- 
ed America. His attacks on America 
were rude, in view of the fact that he 
probably owes his life to American 
hospitality, for he was admitted here 
as a political refugee some 11 years 
ago to escape Nazi terror. 


“A few months after his Janesville 
appearance, Hall spoke before the Hol- 
lywood chapter of the Communist front 
National Council of the Arts, Sciences 
and Professions. This organization for 
years has gone to bat for one Commu- 
nist cause after another. Hall addressed 
this group and signed its statement pro- 
testing the American government’s ar-

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HIS SERMON has been rankling 

within me for a long time. Last 
Friday a widow whose 19-year-old son 
has presumably been killed in Korea, 
telephoned me expressing shock, sad- 
ness, and also bitterness. When she 
said, “There is nothing much that I 
can do but bear my sorrow, for no one 
will listen to anything I can say,” I 
resolved to be her spokesman. 


I think her bitterness is justified. 
Our casualties in Korea already are 
the third largest of any war in our his- 
tory. 

The day in which Jesus walked the 
earth as the Prince of Peace was not 
unlike our own. He indicated people 
must live together in order to live at 


all. 


Palestine had actually been fertilized 
by its best blood. The Assyrians and 
Babylonians had recurrently come from 
the north, the Egyptians from the south, 
and finally the Romans had made their 
conquest of Palestine. For generations 
there had been armistice after armi- 
stice but no peace. 


Americans have been stunned by 
the developments within our Country 
and the world during these past years. 


A friend of mine said two wrestlers 
banged their heads together so hard 
that they fell down Pe The first 
one to come to and get up, jumped | 





on the other, and won the bout. Our 
people, like those wrestlers, have been 
stunned. We hope that they will wake 
up before our mortal enemy pounces 
upon them. 


We have not wanted to believe that 
there was betrayal in high places for 
we have always kept a halo around cer- 
tain offices in our Country. Even when 
we disliked things that were happening 
and were suspicious of things we saw, 
we were unwilling to “throw mud” 
because of patriotic devotion. 


Here is a letter from a man who has 
just gone back to the Army after three 
years of civilian life. He comments that 
they have nothing to fight a war with 
and no will to fight one anyway. 


In my contacts with personnel at 
Army installations, I have heard young 
lads inquire, “What are we going to 
fight for?” They feel it is unfair to 
send them out to fight without adequate 
preparation to win another victory 
when the splendid victory so heroically 
won in World War II has been literally 
thrown away. 


Their question, “What would we fight 
for?” is not easy to answer. If there 
were clear and righteous issues and 
honorable, competent leadership, all 
would be ready to make whatever sac- 
rifices were required and eagerly. 


There is deepening anxiety every- 
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where and especially among more 
thoughtful people. War budgets are 
expanding. Material and personnel are 
being drafted. New appropriations are 
being rushed. The use of atom bombs 
is being considered. 


The crisis comes nearer each pass- 
ing day and our Nation, having been 
unprincipled in its policies, must now 
reap as it sowed, according to the 
teachings of Jesus and the laws of God. 


We encouraged Russia’s dream of 
world-domination. At Yalta and _ other 
conferences, our leaders betrayed us, 
sold us out, insisted that Stalin take 
even more than he had dared request, 
incredulous as that seems. 


We do not yet know the extent of 
our commitments because our State De- 
partment has resorted to secret diplo- 
macy. We implemented Russia’s visions 
with money and materiel, as well as 
by the betrayal of our allies in her 


behalf. 


Our betrayal of China and of Euro- 
pean nations, now behind the Iron 
Curtain, is one of the blackest pages 
in American history. In South Amer- 
ica, Europe, and the Orient, we have 
tried to purchase power, friendship, 
and good will with money, ignoring 
the Christian precept that spiritual val- 
ues cannot be bought with money. 


Tasting power, we have made com- 
mitments which we cannot possibly 
keep. “The chickens are just beginning 
to come home to roost.” Korea is only 
the first of our pledges calling for re- 
demption. Other commitments made by 
our officials represent betrayals of a 
rank and desperate sort. 


We have used the United Nations as 
a screen, just as England and France 
used the old League of Nations. The 


| League was conceived by idealists with 


the finest of motives but, alas, it was 
doomed through misuse. No doubt, the 
originators of the United Nations in- 


| cluded many noble idealists. But Alger 
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Hiss and others, who are at least sus- 
pect, implemented the vision in ways 
which caused the United Nations to 
hamstring the free world. 


It is not right for those guilty of 
treason or suspect to be out on bail 
when our boys are being killed in 
Korea. 


Some of you still believe in the 
United Nations. I respect the sincerity 
of your belief but do not share it. Use 
your own judgment concerning the 
United Nations. We dare not be unreal- 
istic or impractically idealistic in such 
matters when our boys are dying in 
Korea. 


There are only two real powers in 
the world today — the United States 
and Russia. The other allies do not 
really count in determination of major 
issues. The United Nations is what 
America wills it to be. It is certainly 
true that the United Nations would not 
move contrary to America’s will, be- 
cause America’s withdrawal would 
mean its total collapse. 


In practical effect, it is the United 
States and Russia that are fighting in 
Korea. 


While we have been engaged in this 
international debacle the moral and 
spiritual altitude in our Nation has 
dropped to a new low, in part because 
of the example of the Federal Govern- 
ment. The mass corruption of the popu- 
lation is the fault of pressure groups, 
unscrupulous politicians, and boss rule. 


Many in this congregation today 
stoop to things they would not have 
done a year or two years ago. Busi- 
ness ethics, social ethics, personal eth- 
ics are often gutter level, as reflected 
by comic sheets, gangster movies, radio 
programs, magazine articles, etc. /t is 
probable that American morals are at 
the lowest level in our Nation’s his- 
tory, including the carpetbagger era 
at the close of the Civil War. 


Many of the things which I am say- 
ing you have been thinking but have 
not said, because, stunned, like the 
wrestlers, you hoped they were not 
true or because you did not wish to 
offend. Perhaps you trusted our leaders 
because you or your relatives are on 
Government payrolls or receiving sub- 
sidies. Many have become unspeakably 
beholden to our Government. 


This problem is so serious that there 
is no easy solution. However, the situa- 
tion is not hopeless, and with coura- 
geous action and God’s help, our Na- 
tion and our civilization can yet be 
redeemed. The pattern for redemption 
and for effective, practical action is as 
follows: 


(1) First, repentance for past sins 
and errors. The starting point to for- 
giveness and redemption is repentance. 
There is no other starting point. This 
is no time for arrogance in high places 
or low. 


We need to admit the folly of our 
ways, and to repudiate leaders who have 
betrayed us and our allies, whether 
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knowingly or in ignorance. We cannot 
have too much sentiment about lead- 
ers in Washington when our youth 
are being killed in Korea. 





(2) We must clean out our own 
fifth column. In Government this means 
that every person, either guilty or even 
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suspect, should be summarily and im- 
mediately eliminated. This includes 
those who profess a so-called socialism 
which is veiled communism. 


But we must, also, eliminate those 
guilty and suspect of communism in 
our trade unions, our schools, our col- 
leges, our newspapers, our magazines, 
our business organizations and even 
our church officiaries. We must ready 
ourselves for a finish fight — the stake 
being survival. 


(3) We must aid every responsible 
nation that fights communism regard- 
less of whether there is any other point 
of agreement in culture or religion or 
politics. We need every ally on which 
we can count in this great moral strug- 


gle. 


(4) We must find ways and means 
to enlist anti-Communists behind the 
Iron Curtain and make them effective 
as rebels, arming them and directing 
them. This may be one of the most 
important steps which can be taken. 


(5) We, must break relations with 
Russia. We should never have recog- 
nized her present regime. We must, 
also, break relations with her satellites 
and drive out all Russian agents and 
agents of all satellite nations from our 
Country. 


We must stop shipping materiel to 
Russia or to any satellite nation or to 
any other nation which will not give 
solemn assurance that it will not reach 
Russia or a satellite of Russia. 


(6) We must eliminate Russia from 
the United Nations. If that cannot be 
done, then the United States must with- 
draw from the United Nations, and 
promptly. We must stop the daily in- 
sults and intrigues which emerge from 
hostile, plotting, scheming, dangerous 
delegates and hangers-on, at the United 
Nations. 


(7) We must require all our allies 
to take the same steps, terminating 
their associations with those whom we 
plainly label as our enemies. The re- 
sources of the United States cannot 





continue to support enemies or even 
neutrals. They must be used only for 
ourselves or for our allies in this great 
conflict. 


It is not easy to speak thus of the 
United Nations. Sufficient to say that 
if those who set up this organization 
conspired to make it a handicap for 
world peace, they have succeeded too 
well. 


Our so-called bi-partisan foreign pol- 
icy has been no foreign policy at all. 
Stalin is the foulest dictator and anti- 
Christ of all recorded history. He has 
been responsible for the murder of 
more than 15,000,000 persons. 


It is asserted on presumably respon- 
sible authority, that the Communists, 
who are now mopping up in China, 
are murdering ten thousand a day, so 
that Mao Tse-tung, although second 
to Stalin as a murderer, is daily in- 
creasing his score. Until recently our 
Government’s official position was that 
the Communists in China were not Com- 
munists at all; that they had no rela- 
tionship to the Kremlin in Russia, and 
that they were only agrarian reformers. 


During the last 18 months, the policy 
of our State Department has been to 
let the dust settle, and it has settled 
all over us. It is the Chinese Commu- 
nists, directed by Moscow, that are kill- 
ing American soldiers in Korea. 


If, as General Omar Bradley states, 
all our Armed Forces are presently en- 
gaged in Korea where we are suffering 
serious reverses, then it is fair to say 
that the victory of World War II, 
achieved by the devotion of our fighting 
men, has been utterly thrown away. 


Critical and extreme as the words 
sound, it is fair to say that this Nation 
which, under God, had a special place 
of privilege and responsibility in the 
sun, has sold its glorious birthright 
for a mess of pottage and the pottage 
smells. 


This crisis has been as much, or 
more, our making as Russia’s. Indeed, 
Russia could not have done what she 
has to develop it without our active 
cooperation and even our leaders’ prod- 
ding. There have not only been inter- 
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national blunders, but immoral sins 
against God which call for penitence 
and contrition. 


We must entreat God to forgive us 
for failing to meet our great responsi- 
bilities and opportunities as a Nation 
and must remember that we, individu- 
ally, constitute our Nation. All the 
blame for its mistakes cannot be put 
on its leaders. The process of redemp- 
tion, therefore, must start in us with 
positive and affirmative action. Each 
of us must vow to do and think and say 
only that which is wholly true and hon- 
orable without any compromise or any 
exception. 


We need to listen again to the voice 
of conscience illuminated by the teach- 
ings of Jesus concerning the laws of 
God. The time for wishful thinking 
is past. There must be an end to all 
shades of gray. Things must be black 
and white — not right or left but right 
or wrong. 





We must respiritualize our family 
life and our home relationships. After 
that we must realign our relationships 
with individuals and organizations, re- 
vitalizing our devotion to the good and 
severing all other relations. What I am 
proposing is a herculean task, but it 
might save civilization. Nothing less 
will. 


Unless courageous, moral, and spir- 
itual action of a sort which will secure 
the help of God is taken, we shall drift 
on and on along the road to Commu- 
nist world domination in which life 
will become mere existence, in which 
God will be banished, or damned, and 
in which dark ages will again be the 
lot of humanity. 


By May a billion two hundred mil- 
lion souls, more than half the people 
of this planet, will. probably be within 
the orbit of Communist control. This 
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need not be. We should not be defeatist. 
We cannot give up the future of our 
children and grandchildren to such a 
desperate outlook. 

God forbid — no, not God forbid. 


We must not put the responsibility for 
this upon God. Rather, let us, with 


God’s help forbid and prevent this 


terrible tragedy. 
It is time for the American people 





who, like the wrestlers have been stun- 
ned beyond expression, who have felt 
the very things they were seeing could 
not be true, who have been betrayed; 
to wake up, get right with God, and, 
realistically, face the situation. 


However well we have been doing, 
it has not been well enough, for the 
forces of good and of God are losing 
ground daily in the world. Each of 
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ELLO Defender readers! This is 
Upton Close, reporting from Capi- 
tol Hill. 


Iran has called the turn. Our policy 
makers must now: 


l. Take armed action in the Middle 
East, or 


2. Permit a division of Middle East 
oil between the West and Russia. 


In spite of the screaming of the Brit- 
ish Socialist government caught in its 
own hypocrisy, the likely Attlee-Ache- 
son choice will be to share the oil with 
Russia. i 


Truman is under pressure from in- 
vesting oil companies, from Western 
Socialist planners, and from Israel who 
sits astride the pipe lines, not to plunge 
the Middle East into war. 


But if sharing oil with Russia rather 
than military action is the choice, it 
will probably bring what Attlee and 
Acheson do not wish: increasing United 
States nationalism and gradual Amer- 
ican withdrawal from Western Europe. 


While Eisenhower’s new headquarters 
place goes up in the hunting park of 
the old French kings, and Jessup brawls 
with Malik at Geneva, the question of 
pre-eminent influence is being decided 
in Moslem Asia. Russia’s access to oil 
and success in the Middle East will 
make her influence in Western Europe 
too great for Eisenhower to offset.

Loss of Iran to Russian influence 
will most likely complete the collapse 
of Acheson’s policies. It should force 
a new American foreign policy of re- 
treat into our own area of strength, 
the Western Hemisphere, on lines laid 
out by Herbert Hoover. 


For reasons that will appear, Tru- 
man’s Fabian-International controllers 
will not fight now, unless caught in their 
own plots and forced into action. 


The rulers of Iran were goaded by 
British greed and American State De- 
partment hypocrisy. 


The Anglo-Iranian (old Anglo-Per- 
sian) Oil Company is detested for hog- 
ging profits. It recently refused the 
advice and request of American com- 
panies operating in Bahrein and Saudi 
Arabia to follow the new policy of 
applying 50 per cent of their profits 
for the native government and public 
betterment. 


SIMILAR TO CHINA 


Our State Department virtuosos did 
to the Shah and his ministers just what 


they did to Chiang Kai-shek. 


Owen Lattimore of our China policy 
was surveying this Middle East area 





(where he had no background) when 
called to Washington to face Senator 
McCarthy’s charges. Our State Depart- 
ment was criticizing the Iran rulers 
and upper classes for exploitation of 
the people. Huge gifts and loans were 
promised, and withheld. 


The young Shah visited America but 
failed to bring back the money. This 
is the way the Nationalist Government 
of China was treated. Russia took over 
China as a result, and it is not unrea- 
sonable to suppose that the same State 
Department planners had similar ideas 
for advancing Moscow’s interests in 
the Middle East. Otherwise, how ex- 
plain Lattimore’s presence there ? 
(Meanwhile our State Department asked 
“everything” for Communist Tito and 
Socialist Nehru.) 


Feeling in Iran against Americans 
arose; was fanned by waiting Russian 
agents. Russian propaganda was re- 
admitted, the “Voice of America” was 
barred, the Prime Minister who began 
as “pro-American” was assassinated 
for delaying the nationalization of oil. 


Moscow’s Pravda charges that the 
United States caused the assassination 
— which could be true, not as charged, 
but in the sense that our State Depart- 
ment policy left the minister exposed 
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to the fanatics. The new prime minister, 
although trained in a United States 
military school and once a diplomat 
here, backs the turn toward Russia. 





Israel, controlling pipe line outlets, 
will pretend neutrality in return for 
financial support. 


WHY WE ARE DISLIKED 


Iraq’s government likely will follow 
Iran in nationalizing the oil industry 
in its borders, Mesopotamia. Egypt, 
strongly anti-British and anti-American, 
moves to nationalize the Suez Canal. 
(British protection would be displaced, 
maybe French management and mixed 
stockholding.) 


King Ibn Saud of Arabia, last Mo- 
hammedan friend of Westerners, is out 
on a limb in Saudi Arabia. He will 
stick by the American enterprisers so 
long as he can do so and hold his 
throne. He uses the crisis to constantly 
“raise the ante” for the oil companies. 
He could be overthrown as was the 
prime minister of Iran. 


In North Africa west of Egypt, rul- 
ers are blaming American State De- 
partment hypocrisy for making them 
trouble with the Arab natives. French 
newspapers demand that the “super- 
fluity” of Acheson’s vice-consuls in 
North Africa be eliminated. 


Our policy makers caused us to be 
isolated from China and most of East 
Asia. The State Department, showing 
its power by spending millions and 
putting millions of American boys into 
uniform, at the same time demon- 
strates its weakness by following a pol- 





icy that permits American business to 
be driven out of China, American citi- 
zens to rot in Communist jails, while 
American nuns are tortured because 
they cannot feed the orphans the Com- 
munists make, on the food the Commu- 
nists leave. We are truly isolated from 


China. 


Now these same policy makers have 
brought us isolation from the critical 
Mohammedan Middle East. The antip- 
athy of oil country Arabs to the Unit- 
ed States, has been fanned by what 
they regard as Truman’s partiality to 
the promoters and builders of the state 
of Israel. 


American intervention for proclaimed 
“liberation” of nations, and improve- 
ment of native welfare, end in choice 
between iron curtain isolation on the 
one hand and the destruction of war on 
the other — followed by occupation- 
empire over foreign peoples. 


The American taxpayer, who never 
wanted this, has had to support it and 
all its victims, as well as its exploiters. 
The taxpayer is running out of income 
to spare for such “internationalism.” 
He will insist that his government get 
out of the occupation business or make 
the conquered pay the freight. 


BRITISH SOCIALISM 
AND IRAN NATIONALISM 


The Iran Parliament, in cancelling 
a 99 year lease made to the original 
Anglo-Persian Oil Company, has the 
British Socialist government over a 
barrel. Attlee nationalized industries 
of Britain but denies another’s right 
to follow its example. In Marxist doc- 
trine, what goes for one doesn’t for 
another. 
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If British overdo protests, their man- 
agers and engineers will be forcibly 
moved out, as they were in Mexican ex- 
propriation of the thirties. Then Russia 
will go in. Russia promises “big end” 
to natives and has long been building 
popular support. Precedent for Russia 
coming into Iran is the war time divi- 
sion of the country when it was gate- 
way for lend lease. 


Moslem extremists are hitting at 
American interests, too. Iran national- 
ists are demanding return of Bahrein 
Islands, in the Persian Gulf, to Iran 
sovereignty and control. American con- 
cessionaires (Standard of California 
and Texaco) have developed some of 
the lushest wells in oil history on these 
ancient pearl-producing sand bars. 


Anciently they belonged to Persia. 
For decades they have had an inde- 
pendent sheik under British “advice.” 
Opposite the islands on the Indian 
Ocean coast lie Ibn Saud’s deserts and 
the remaining American drilled wells. 


Agitation for re-annexation of Bah- 
rein might be primarily to scare off 
Americans from backing from the Brit- 
ish at this time. Iran nationalists are 
likely to run to extreme in assassina- 
tions and demands, Russia might profit 
by disorder, but would prefer quiet 
penetration of the fields, taking on 
British and American interests one at 
a time. 


American oil men are offering to come 
into the Iran monopoly as a pacifying 
element, promising Iran military and 
economic up-building. (Through “Point 
Four” and larger royalties.) 


British jealousy prevents prompt ac- 
ceptance; radical revolution threatens; 
Iran statesmen who fear Russia do not 
see how defense against the Soviet could 
be built in time. Behind Iran parlia- 
mentarians or strong men who might 
listen to “dollars” is a fanatical, or- 
ganized Nationalist Party. Activating 
it are Russia’s agents. It appears to 
be too late to flaunt Russia. 


CHURCHILL MAY RETURN 


This may prove the last straw on 
the British Labor Government’s back, 
to bring elections, put Churchill in of- 
fice again. The British Socialist gov- 
ernment’s position is very illogical in 
several different directions. 
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Although it has nationalized (taken 
under government ownership) all big 
business in the United Kingdom, it 
supports the big private business abroad 
— the Hongkong-Shanghai Banking 
Corporation; Butterfield and Swire, 
Shippers; Peninsula and Oriental 
Steamship Company; Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company and two or three others. 


The British Socialist government, 
through the government-owned and op- 
erated Bank of England, is creditor 
to these old line capitalist concerns, 
which suffered great losses through re- 
cent wars and nationalist movements in 
Asia. These capitalist debtors now con- 
trol the policy of their Socialist cred- 
itor — which must protect them to pro- 
tect itself. Much of Britain’s tender- 
ness toward Red China and Communist 
business generally grows out of this 
anomaly. 

Churchill’s policy could scarcely be 
different though a bit more consistent. 
He would not want war with Russia 
until assured the United States was 
fully ready to fight most of it east 
of the English Channel. 


Attlee and Acheson do not want to 
let Middle East oil get away, but even 
less do they want to fight Russia at 
this point, and the big international oil 
companies want their pumps and pipe 
lines preserved. 


Executives of British and American 
companies who have coddled Attlee 
and Acheson are disgusted. They count- 
ed on those diplomats to keep the Mid- 


dle East Mohammedan governments 
“bought,” or otherwise under control. 
Nationalization or war — either way, 


they lost their investments and sales. 


All cold war developments outside 
the Middle East oil picture may be 
regarded for now as planned distrac- 
tions. 


These have been cleverly planned: 
The brawling “agenda conference” be- 
tween Jessup and Malik and lesser fig- 
ures in Geneva; the Chinese retreat in 
Korea, keeping more of our soldiers 
than ever occupied; the Yugoslav bor- 
der incidents; the rumor of uprising 
in Albania; the Soviet threat to Den- 
mark over establishment of United 
States air bases in Greenland. 


Our professional sentimental inter- 
nationalists will be in a bind between 
their deference to British Socialist pol- 
icy and inclination to whoop up police 
action to “suppress aggression.” Our 
business internationalists — the big 
investors in foreign oil and their asso- 
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ciates, have to decide whether the game 
is worth the gamble. 


Judging by Truman’s docility over 
Korea, he will do what the hidden con- 
trol tells him. That works through 
Frankfurter and Acheson. 


Russia can pursue a straight course 
now to the oil of Araby unless we inter- 
vene. If we do, installations will be 
destroyed. Events in Iran have worked 
beautifully for Moscow, after the Chi- 
nese pattern; and in Iraq the pattern 
is but a few steps behind. 


* * * 
OREIGN POLICY must be made the 


people’s business. It is no longer 
the business of diplomats, because the 
people, not the diplomats, pay and die 
for the foreign policy of the United 
States. 


The people did not know that the pur- 
pose of the policy-makers, led by Harry 
Hopkins, was not merely to crush Ger- 
many, but had the additional intent 
of building Russia into the second most 
powerful nation in the world ... and 
some associated with that policy schem- 
ed to make Russia the most powerful, 
without a doubt. 


That policy was led, not by outright 
Communists, but by the British-Ameri- 
can type of Socialists. They figured 
if they made Moscow into the most 
powerful capital in the world, Russia 
into the most powerful government in 
the world, that we in the West, Britain 
and the United States, would have to 
go Socialist in self defense. 


Against this intrigue and duplicity, 
foreign policy must be decided accord-

CASE HISTORY OF C. McN. MALE, AGE 
33, OCCUPATION FARMER. 


Date February 16, 1937. Physician 
in charge J. S. Schirmer, M.D. 


Chief Complaint: Loss of appetite, 
indigestion, vomiting of food, gnawing 
pain in region of stomach. 


Family History: Irrelative. 


Past History: Exceptions of influen- 
za 1930 and occasional coryza has en- 
joyed good health. 


Present History: About four months 
ago began with frequent attacks of in- 
digestion and a fullness in the stomach, 
occasionally vomiting of food during 
an attack of indigestion, failing appe- 
tite, loss of weight, gnawing, burning 
pain and often severe cramping in pit 
of stomach appearing to travel upward 
along the sternum; vomiting offers only 
temporary relief; often vomitus con- 
sists of undigested particles of food 
mixed with mucous or coffeeground 
vomitus; cachectic appearance, consti- 
pation as a rule. 


Physical Examination: A tall ema- 
ciated male, 33 years of age, weighing 
11614 pounds, 6 feet 2 inches tall, 
with large frame; nearly exhausted at 
time of examination, suffering with a 
burning and colic-like pain in region of 
stomach. 


E.E.N.T. negative; Neck: enlarge- 
ment of lymph glands; chest negative; 
lungs negative; heart moderate hyper- 
trophy, diffused area of aortic pulsa- 
tion; abdomen somewhat distended, on 
palpation a hard mass, localized rigid- 
ity of wall, tumor mass in epigastrium 
and right border of right hypochon- 
drium, hematemesis and cachexia. 


Laboratory: A series of X-rays of the stomach, 


showing defective filling, due, no doubt, to tumor 
obstruction with delayed emptying after barium 
meal as demonstrated by 6 hour residue. Before 
reporting for examination, patient was on a 
sippy diet. 

Gastric analysis revealed absence of hydro- 
chloric acid, lactic acid present, small amount 
of mucous, red corpuscles, leukocytes, few pus 
cells and yeast cells. Stools: traces of occult 
blood found. 


Blood chemistry: Blood sugar 125, N.P.N. 36, 
Urea 18.6, creatinine 2.5, calcium 12, cholesterol 
235, uric acid 3.6, phosphorus 5.8. Blood count: 
R.B.C. 3,700,000, W.B.C. 12,000, hemoglobin 70, 
segs. 58, bands 2, meta m. 0, myel. 3, eosin. 1, 
lymphs 36. Urinalysis negative. 


Impression: Due to palpable mass in 
epigastrium, gnawing, burning and col- 
icky pain, vomitus consisting of undi- 
gested food or blood, cachexia, high 
cholesterol, gastric analysis, a tentative 
diagnosis reached as carcinoma of 
stomach. 


Treatment: Discontinued sippy diet 
that had been the source of nourishment 
for two months. Sal Hepatica admin- 
istered in hot water on awakening fol- 
lowed by high colonic enemas until 
the return was clear. A diet consisting 
of vegetable extractives, apple juice 
and distilled water. The third day 2 cc’s 
of Koch Glyoxylide given into the belly 
of the right deltoid muscle. 


Daily cleansing of G.I. tract with 
enemas of previously boiled water with 
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NaCl added until regular normal stools 
appeared. Once weekly Sal Hepatica 
administered. Patient progressed satis- 
factorily. Nausea and vomiting not as 
frequent; burning, colicky pain sub- 
siding in severity. Moderate seventh 
day and twenty-first day reactions with 
continued progress. 


Results of Treatment: Three months 
after treatment there was no hematem- 
esis, gastric distress and fullness greatly 
subsided, appetite improved and gained 
twelve pounds in body weight. 


Patient reported for regular check- 
ups and six months later gastric anal- 
ysis was normal, stools normal; X-ray 
of stomach showing a normally filled 
stomach and no evidence of a mass, 
no nausea or vomiting, strength rap- 
idly becoming normal and patient at- 
tending his duties on farm. 


There has been no recurrence of any 
gastric disturbance and has never re- 
sorted to any form of medication for 
either stomach or bowels. Fourteen 
years have elapsed and we find a healthy 
man, weighing 197 pounds, farming 
160 acres, driving his own tractor and 
doing strenuous labor with no recur- 
rence of any symptoms. A complete 
cure established by this system of 
treatment. 


Cancer Urinary Bladder 


CASE HISTORY OF H. B. MALE, AGE 56, 
OCCUPATION FARMER. 


Date September 8, 1950. Physician 
in Charge J. S. Schirmer, M. D. 


Chief Complaint: Discomfort in re- 
gion of urinary bladder, hematuria, 
nervousness, loss of weight. 


Family History: Irrelative. 


Past History: Onset gradual with 
difficulty in urination and discomfort 
in urinary bladder becoming more ag- 
gravated until was advised to see an 
outstanding urologist in Little Rock, 
Arkansas. The physician made arrange- 
ments and the patient was hospitalized 
in a large accredited hospital. After 
cystoscopic and X-ray examinations, 
si advised he had cancer of the blad- 
er. 


Patient was operated July 10, 1948, 
again in August, 1948, also in February 
and May of 1950 and was advised his 
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only chance was to resect the bladder 
and transplant the ureters. 


Present History: Discomfort contin- 
uous, difficult micturition, painless he- 
maturia at times becoming severe; cys- 
titis, transient pain in bladder termin- 
ating in penis. 


Physical Examination: A white male, 
muscularly developed, undernourished, 
height 66 inches, weight 124 pounds, 
very nervous and irritable. 


E.E.N.T. negative. Neck: throat neg- 
ative; chest normal, well developed, 
lungs negative. Heart: normal in size, 
no murmurs, regular rhythm; abdomen: 
mass palpated in lower quadrant, some 
distention and tightness, sensitive to 
percussion with history of difficult mic- 
turition and hematuria at times severe; 
genitals negative; rectum: by manual 
examination a thickened or hardened 
plaque at base of bladder. 

Laboratory: Blood chemistry showing a_ re- 
tention of chlorides and high cholesterol, R.B.C. 
3,800,000, W.B.C. 11,500, hemoglobin 75, differ- 
ential count: Polys 64, eosin. 3, lymphs. 33. Urin- 
alysis revealing blood, mucus and pus, sp. gravity 
1.030. 

Due to fact this patient consented to surgery 
at different times and to cystoscopic examinations 
and biopsy made, I did not consider a cystoscopic 
examination sound medical judgment especially 
in view of the fact case history and operating 
room records could not be obtained as requests 
were not acknowledged. 


Treatment: Patient carefully prepared 
and placed on vegetable extractive diet 
and 2 cc’s of Koch Glyoxylide injected 
deep into belly of left deltoid. The post- 
injection diet followed after injection. 
Patient was hospitalized for 42 days 
with a moderate seventh and twenty- 
first day reaction. 


Improvement noticed by end of four- 
teenth day. Hematuria rarely observed, 
cystitis greatly improved. On release 
from hospital patient traveled by bus 
220 miles and had fair control of blad- 
der action, free from cystitis and only 
rarely signs of hematuria. This patient 
is near symptom-free and travels by bus 
for each sixth week check-up. He is now 
enjoying a near normal life with good 
color, 27 pounds gain in weight, find- 
ing life worth living without difficult 
micturition. 


Impression: Carcinoma of urinary 
bladder. 
Carcinoma of Stomach 


CASE HISTORY OF M. K. FEMALE, AGE 
41, OCCUPATION HOUSEWIFE. 


Date July 24, 1946. Physician in 
Charge, J. S. Schirmer, M.D. 


Chief Complaint: Burning pain in 
region of the stomach, unable to re-

Past History: In 1924 a major opera- 
tion (oophrectomy), hospital, Memphis, 
Tenn., Dr. L. in charge; 1925 currette- 
ment, endometritis, Memphis, Tenn., 
Dr. J. in charge; 1934 ruptured urinary 
bladder, Dr. P. in charge, local; Sep- 
tember 15, 1945 was in automobile 
accident, thrown 100 feet, contusions 
and internal injuries, 10 days later re- 
gion of breast bone and left lower ribs 
had severe pain extending along false 
ribs, pains in cervical spine, dislocated 
five at time of accident. 


Eighteen months ago had a full feel- 
ing in the stomach, regurgitated foods 
and family physician diagnosed the 
case as dyspepsia. Complaints became 





progressively worse even under treat- 
ment. 


Six months later patient was very 
weak, no appetite, vomited sippy diet 
almost as soon as eaten and invariably 
particles resembling coffee grounds. 
Fullness continually in the region of 
the stomach and though not tender to 
touch, there was continued burning 
pain, at times colic-like pain. Was ad- 
vised to report to a nearby hospital 
where X-rays revealed an improper fill- 
ing of the stomach and was diagnosed 
as cancer of the stomach. Surgery was 
advised but refused. Pain, vomiting, 
inability to retain food and weakness 
became so severe that more X-rays 
were taken and was advised that noth- 
ing but surgery could be of any benefit. 
Patient underwent examination at Mem- 
phis by a specialist, where carcinoma 
of the stomach was the diagnosis and 
surgery advised. , 

Present History: Pain in region of 
the stomach of a burning character, 
cachexia, loss of weight, strength wan- 
ing, skin sallow and dry, vomiting of 
undigested food particles, mucous and 
coffee ground at times; constipation. 
These symptoms have become progres- 
sively worse for the past 18 months. 

Physical Examination: A medium 
built married female, undernourished, 
weighing 93 pounds with dry, sallow 
skin and a slight icterus tinge. 


E.E.N.T. negative. Neck: moderate 
enlargement of lymph nodes in supra- 
clavicular region. Chest: normal as to 
size, no murmurs though sound some- 
what distant, rhythm regular. Abdo- 
men: fullness in epigastrium and a 
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hard mass palpated, liver palpated at 
lower border of rib, localized rigidity 
of the abdominal wall, no evidence of 
pancreatic or splenic involvement; in- 
guinal nodes slightly enlarged; extrem- 
eties: upper and lower show no defor- 
mity or loss of motion. 


Laboratory: X-ray: a series of gastro-intes- 
tinal films made. First group showing filling de- 
fect, pyloric obstruction with delayed emptying 
of stomach shown by six hour residue in stomach 
after barium meal; film would indicate scirrhus 
with typical leather-bottle appearance. 


A second series of films taken with near iden- 
tical findings. The third series of the stomach 
showed no noticeable change. The fourth series 
revealing the defective filling of the stomach 
with almost identical leather-bottle appearance. 


Blood picture: R.B.C. 2,600,000, W.B.C. 12,500; 
polys 64 eosin. 1, lymphs 35; blood sugar 125, 
N.P.N. 35.9, urea 18.2, creatinine 2.5, uric acid 
3.3, cholesterol 35, phosphorus 5.6; serology Kline 
and Kahn negative. 


Urinalysis: diminishing quantity, color amber, 
sugar negative, albumin negative, phosphates 
moderate, indican trace, diacetic acid 2 plus. Gas- 
tric showing some lactic acid, absence of free 
HCL; yeast cells, red corpuscles, white cells, pus, 
found in gastric contents. 


Impression: Carcinoma of the stom- 
ach, no doubt scirrhus. Only after 
careful study of the series of X-rays, 
blood chemistry with a high cholesterol, 
blood picture with drop in R.B.C., mod- 
erate increase in W.B.C., lack of free 
HCL, presence of lactic acid, red cor- 
puscles and pus found in gastric an- 
alysis, physical findings with a definite 
mass palpated and localized abdominal 
rigidity, cachexia and vomiting, I 
reached at least a working diagnosis of 
scirrhus carcinoma. 


Treatment: A very thorough prepara- 
tion on near starvation diet with dis- 
tilled water; 2 cc’s of Koch Glyoxylide 
injected deeply into the left deltoid 
muscle and patient placed on the post- 
injection diet. 


Results of Treatment: Progressive 
improvement followed with skin be- 
coming clear and moist, color returned 
to lips, nausea and vomiting greatly 
relieved, burning pain not as severe 
at the time of the twenty-first day 
reaction when exaggerated symptoms 
made their appearance lasting four 


days. 


Patient then began progressing nice- 
ly with satisfactory progress, only to 
find on the forty-third days she was 
awakened with nausea, vomiting, tight- 
ness and distention of the abdomen, 
abruptly ending three days later. 


Reactions continued for about nine 
months near the correct reaction dates 
and continued progress with skin be- 
coming normal, secretion normal, gain- 
ing of weight, good appetite without 





nausea or vomiting, mass became great- 
ly diminished in size, tightness and 
distention of abdomen vanished. 


Patient was last seen March 12, 1951 
and has remained symptom-free dating 
from November, 1946. Has had no re- 
currence of any gastric disturbance 
and is enjoying health. 


Living on a farm, this patient drives 
a tractor, plows and hoes crops in 
the field and picks cotton. She now 
weighs 157 pounds. A cure of cancer 
of the stomach will have been estab- 
lished after some five years has elapsed 
without any symptoms of this disease. 


Scleroderma 


CASE HISTORY OF F.D.B. MALE, AGE 
43, OCCUPATION TIMBER WORKER. 


Date December 8, 1949. Physician 
in charge J. S. Schirmer, M.D. 


Chief Complaint: Stiffness of the 
joints of the neck, upper extremities, 
lumbar spine, hips and knees with a 
tightness of the skin, feeling as if 
stretched over the face, neck and chest. 


Family History: Essentially negative. 


Past History: In the early fall of 
1946 had stiffness and pain on motion 
of the joints that seemed to come and 
go, first affecting the left shoulder to 
the elbow. This gradually progressed 
and soon there was no intermission of 
pain and stiffness. 


The neck, in the later part of the 
winter of 1946, began to become pain- 
ful on motion and was soon followed 
by stiffness and atrophy of the left 
biceps. Weakness of the hand was first 
noticed the latter part of December, 
1946. In February, 1947 the right foot 
began to show signs of stiffness and 
some swelling, the skin of the face, 
especially the cheeks and forehead, had 
the feeling of being drawn taut though 
produced little discomfort, condition 
gradually progressing. 


Present History: Onset began in 1946, 
slowly progressing with rheumatic 
pains, muscular cramps, prickly sensa- 
tion with stiffening of the joints limit- 
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ing motion of both the upper and 
lower extremities to the point where 
the hands could not be raised above 
the shoulders. Rotation of the head 
greatly diminished; weakness of both 
hands, especially the left; swelling and 
stiffness of both legs to the extent 
patient could not wear shoes. 


Physical Examination: A rather 
slender though muscularly built male, 
5 feet 8 inches in height, weighing 127 
pounds, 43 years of age, married, tem- 
perature 97.4, pulse 78, respiration 22, 
blood pressure 100/60, somewhat 
stooped forward from the hips, a drawn 
expression to the face. 


E.E.N.T. negative; neck; well de- 
veloped, thyroid moderately enlarged 
though not giving discomfort; chest: 
well formed with the skin tight and 
boardlike, lungs negative;. heart: a 
slight hypertrophy with no murmurs or 
blows, rhythm regular. 


Patient’s skin appears tightly drawn 
and thickened, especially from the nape 
extending downward to the second thor- 
acic spine, spreading laterally to a 
vertical line from the angle of the 
mandible to the clavicle on each side, 
gradually waning into natural tissue. 


There is considerable loss of motion 
with stiffness in the vertebrae of the 
neck; abdomen tense without tender- 
ness, though leathery; the liver pal- 
pated at the lower border of the right 
rib; stomach negative; no evidence of 
splenic involvement; G.I. series are 
negative as to pathology; genitals neg- 
ative; rectum negative; extremities: 
atrophy of the left arm and forearm, 
very limited motion of the shoulder 
with greater motion of the left elbow, 
the left hand unable to grasp firmly; 
the skin of the left extremity tight and 
somewhat leathery, the right arm show- 
ing only a trace of atrophy of the 
tricep with limited motion. 


The spine revealed no evidence of 
arthritis, although the body somewhat 
inclined forward from the hips and 
unable to stand erect; the skin in the 
lumbar region was extremely tense and 
boardlike; both right and left leg mo- 
tion was limited and edematous to the 
toes, shoes could not be worn due to 
the edema that pitted on pressure, the 
skin was very dry and grayish or ala- 
baster color over the body. Rheumatoid- 
like pains in the neck, upper extreme- 
ties, lumbar region to the hips. 

Laboratory: Morning and evening specimens 
are essentially negative. Blood chemistry: N.P.N. 
34, creatinine 1, blood sugar 88, urea 15, uric 
acid 5.0, calci 9.4, ol 174, serological 
Kahn and Kline negative; Microscopic: erythro- 
cytes 3,200,000, leucocytes 11,500, hemoglobin 73, 
polys 54, lymphs 45, eosin. 1 .B.M.R. 10 plus. 
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Conclusion: That the stiffness and 
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limited motion was due to the taut, 
boardlike skin and rheumatoid pain 
rather than arthritis, hypotension, hy- 
perthyroidism establishing the diag- 
nosis of scleroderma. 


Treatment: Patient was placed on 
a diet consisting of vegetable extrac- 
tives, apple juice and distilled water; 
colonics followed the second morning 
by three heaping teaspoonsful of . Sal 
Hepatica in hot water; colonics re- 
peated until the return flow was clear 
then 2 cc’s of Koch Glyoxylide injected 
deeply into the belly of the right del- 
toid. Post injection diet replaced the 
vegetable extractives. 


Results of Treatment: The patient 
was confined to bed and reported on 
the morning of the eleventh day that 
he could raise his left arm much higher 
with less pain. The rheumatoid-like 
pains were greatly diminished with a 
mild reaction. Satisfactory progress fol- 
lowed until his twenty-first day reac- 
tion which was quite severe and symp- 
toms became greatly exaggerated, es- 
pecially the stiffness of the neck, back 
and extremities. The skin appeared 
more taut and the pains quite severe. 


The morning of the fourth day of 
this reaction period, there was no no- 
ticeable relief until about 9:00 a.m. 
when his complaints began to subside. 
By noon all of the exaggerated symp- 
toms had disappeared with very favor- 
able progress from that day; reactions 
reappearing every twenty-one days 
thereafter. December, 1950, found the 
patient symptom free of rheumatic 
pains, stiffness and swelling; normal, 
pliable soft skin that was once board- 
like; complexion ruddy and to date, 
March 12, 1951, he is enjoying excel- 
lent health and working daily in the 
timber. 


Multiple Sclerosis 


CASE HISTORY OF B.A.M. MALE, AGE 
43, OCCUPATION TIMBER WORKER. 


Date December 9, 1949. Physician 
in charge J. S. Schirmer, M.D. 


Chief Complaint: Weakness, tran- 
sient pains, stiffness in knees, hips, 
shoulders, wrists and neck; pain around 
heart; first noted pains were in the 
neck; motion did not affect pain, but 
caused nausea; kidneys act too freely; 
vision becoming distorted; uncertainty 
in use of lower extremities; vertigo. 


Family History: Irrelative. 


Past History: Tired feeling on least 
exertion; weakness; impaired vision, at 
times becoming blurry; some stiffness 
in upper and lower extremities; severe 
headaches at times in the frontal re- 


gion; this dating since 1942 as the: 





onset and slowly progressing; frequent 
colds in the head and headaches of 
neuralgic character which was diag- 
nosed by the family physician as sinus- 
itis. 

Present History: Onset dating about 
1942 and slowly progressing with dis- 
torted vision and difficulty in forming 
words of speech; uncertain use of both 
legs and arms; control of the kidney 
action difficult; feeling of quivering 
internally; neuralgic-like pains in the 
face; transient pains in upper and 
lower extremities; very nervous. 


Physical Examination: A large mus- 
cularly built male, married, 5 feet 1114 
inches tall, weighing 194 pounds. Blood 
pressure 160/105; nose negative; hear- 
ing 30/20 in the right ear and 30/20 
in the left ear, tympani pearly, no mal- 
formation; eyes 20/80 in both eyes; 
pallor of the optic disc, in the a.m. 
20/50 in the right eye, 20/40 in the 
left eye; in the p.m. 20/80 in the right 
eye and 20/80 in the left eye; proper 
lens correction impossible. 


Throat: Tonsils atrophic; chest, well 
developed; lungs clear; heart moder- 
ate hypertrophy, heart sounds distant; 
abdomen tenderness in the renal re- 
gion, loss of abdominal reflexes, liver 
palpated at lower costal border, no 
apparent splenic involvement, no evi- 
dence of pancreatic involvement; pel- 
vic region negative, no herniation; 
spine, anskilosis of fourth cervical ver- 
tebra, thoracic and lumbar vertebrae 
showing no abnormalities: 


Many dark moles on the back; rec- 
tum internal and external hemorrhoids; 
prostate, normal in size, no involve- 
ment detected; genitals negative. 


Upper extremities: stiffness and weak- 
ness of both arms and exaggerated 
reflexes and tremor, motion greatly im- 
paired, atrophy of the left biceps. Low- 
er extremities: muscular weakness and 
neuralgic-like pain in the hips and ank- 
les with a tingling and prickly sensa- 
tion in both lower extremities to the 
toes. Gait, at times resembles that of 
palsy; feet flat, fourth degree, burning 
sensation most of the time in both 
feet; lymph nodes, neck slightly shot- 
ty, axillary enlarged, inquinal nega- 
tive, abdominal negative; knee and foot 
reflexes greatly exaggerated. 


Laboratory: Blood chemistry, Non Protein 
Nitrogen 40. Urea 25, uric acid 3.0, creatine 2.2, 
sugar 140, phosphorus 2, chlorides 700, CO2 com- 
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bining power 50, hydrogen ion R.P.H. 7.5, sero- 
logical Kahn-Kline neg. Microscopic: hemoglobin 
70, R.B.C. 3,944,000, W.B.C. 9,300, dif.: polys. 
68, lymphs 31, eosin. 1. Urinalysis, chemical; 
color, and appearance negative, sediment none, 
reaction acid, specific gravity 1.010, albumin 
negative, sugar negative, diacetic acid negative, 
acetone negative, indican negative, bile nega- 
tive; microscopical: negative as to pus, blood, 
epithelium, mucus, bacteria, crystals, and casts. 


Diagnosis: Multiple sclerosis. 


Treatment: Patient placed on a vege- 
table extractive diet, distilled water, 
apple juice. Before breakfast a large 
dose of Sal Hepatica in a glass of hot 
water was administered; colonic _irri- 
gations given until return flow was 
clear. Two cc’s of Koch Glyoxylide 
administered deep into the belly of the 
right deltoid muscle. 


Patient was placed on rigid diet of 
permissible foods, distilled water, and 
apple juice. A slight reaction with 
marked tremor, distorted vision and 
scanning speech made its appearance 
on the seventh day, lasting three days. 
Enemas continued for duration of hos- 
pitalization. 


On the fourteenth day a noticeable 
improvement could be seen, the tre- 
mor diminished, speech improved, neu- 
ralgic-like pains subsided, and gradual 
improvement noticed until the twenty- 
first day that was ushered in with a 
severe reaction, involving speech, vi- 
sion, tremor and pain, nervousness and 
feeling as if something was crawling 
under the skin over most of the entire 
body, nausea and some vomiting last- 
ing four days, which terminated over- 
night except for weakness, no doubt 
from want of nourishment. 


Patient returned home and remained 
on his rigid diet, reporting for a physi- 
cal checkup every six weeks for one 
year. In four months he was symptom- 
free, and remained symptom-free. In 
one year patient was allowed to eat 
any foods he desired, although he re- 
mained on a somewhat limited diet. 
Patient was seen in January 195] and 
had remained symptom-free and en- 
joying a healthy life.

If only all of 
us felt like that!

CINCLAIR LEWIS, the well known 

novelist, seemed to hate Christian- 
ity with a venom. His book, “Elmer 
Gantry,” remains unequaled in literary 
history for scurrility, aimed at the Pro- 
testant clergy. 


Dr. W. B. Riley, founder of the 
Christian Fundamentalist movement of 
the United States told how Lewis, with 
a Jewish rabbi and L. M. Birkhead 
came to one of his evangelistic services 
in the lake district of Minnesota during 
the middle twenties. 


They tried to get Dr. Riley to spend 
the night with them in their tourist 
quarters. Believing that a plot had been 
organized to frame him, he refused. 
It was later learned that Lewis, Birk- 
head and the rabbi were at the time 
collaborating on the Gantry manuscript. 


Soon thereafter, Lewis made a pub- 
lic appearance in Birkhead’s Kansas 
City “church,” at which time he shook 
his fist toward heaven and defied God 
to strike him dead! The incident at- 
tracted considerable publicity. 
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Alexander Manson, who was with 
Lewis in Rome at the time of his death 
early this year, describes the tragedy 
as follows: 


“On December thirty-first (1950), he 
worked from six to eight A.M., and 
then had his usual big breakfast of 
porridge, honey, bread and butter, and 
sat in the living room. Suddenly he 
staggered to the door of my room and 
said, ‘Alec, something terrible is hap- 
pening, I am going to die.’ I led him 
to a big chair, and there he buried 
his head in my arms like a frightened 
child. Those were his last fully con- 
scious words. 


“From 8:30 A.M. until 5:30 P.M. 
when he was taken to a hospital, he 
was feverish and delirious. We couldn’t 
get him to stay in bed. He spent most 
of the time sitting fairly quietly in 
the living room and talking incoherently 
to himself. 


“He searched for a flight of stairs 
— from what house he had formerly 
lived in, I don’t know — and talked 
to strange people. He kept calling ‘Alec! 
Alec!’ but when I went to him, he did 
not know me and would say, ‘Who is 
this man? Get him out of here! I want 
Alec!’ He was hounded by visions and 
delirium. 


“The day before he died, when I 
went to his room, he was sitting up. 
He looked very thin and seemed ex- 
cited about something. I heard him say 
‘Alec,’ and thought he recognized me, 
but when I went to the bed, he pushed 
me away. He kept saying, ‘Alec, please 
help me. I am going to die.’ I was 
powerless to make him realize I was 
there.”

to strike him dead in Birkhead’s 
“church” and the tragic end of a mis- 
spent life.

Bert Mitchell, recently from behind 
the iron curtain, spoke in Wichita on 
June 11, 1948. By reason of his close 
association with Communism in Russia, 
Mitchell could not be ignorant of its 
true horror, yet his address was limited 
to denunciation of America, charging 
us with trying to provoke a war against 
Russia. 


Professor Harold Rugg, author of a 
series of social science textbooks de- 
nounced as subversive by the American 
Legion, San Francisco public schools, 
and Chicago public schools, was none- 
theless not too subversive for Guy 
Gebhardt, who booked him many times 
for lectures in Wichita. 


On February 18, 1951, while Amer- 
ican soldiers were dying across the 
snowy wastes of Korea, one Dr. Lucius 
Porter, late of Yenching University at 
Peking, capital of Red China, was ex- 
pounding Communist propaganda be- 
fore Wichita audiences on programs 
sponsored by the Institute of Interna- 
tional Relations and the Americen 
Friends Service Committee. 


“The United States must swallow 
the fact that the Chinese have turned 
from Chiang Kai-shek; have accepted 
the Communist regime of Mao Tze-tung 
as a coalition government, and regard 
efforts to fortify Formosa and help 
Chiang as aggression,” said Porter. 
“The Chinese feel friendly toward the 
Communist government because they 
have been helped by it. The United 
States will need to make concessions to 
the Chinese to get fighting in Korea 
stopped.” 


Seldom has Communist propaganda 
been proclaimed more crudely in Wich- 
ita than by Dr. Lucius Porter! 


Wichitans regard it as a good sign, 
that the American Friends Service Com- 
mittee has been required to vacate its 
office at Friends University and find 
quarters elsewhere. Its severance can- 
not be regarded as complete, however, 
until the University ceases to give col- 
lege credit for research done by stu- 
dents in conection with the annual In- 
stitutes of International Relations. 


Devout Kansas Quakers who have in 
the past supported the American Friends 
Service Committee may wish to recon- 
sider, in the light of the organization’s 
subversive activities. For one thing is 
certain, the Committee is no friend 
of evangelical Christianity, and by rea- 
son of its promotion of red propa- 
ganda, may well be considered an 
enemy of Christ.

“But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 





gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, temperance: against such there 





is no law.” Galatians 5:22-23. 














R. PIERSON has pointed out that 
the fruit of the Spirit is in the 
singular number. 


He says: “There are nine modes of 
its expression, nine manifestations by 
means of which we may identify the 
source, nine luscious grapes upon one 
stem. There appear to be nine grades 
of virtues mentioned, three groups, each 
of them embracing three graces. 


“The first three seem to have refer- 
ence to God (love, joy and peace). 
These concern our relation to Him. 
The next three (longsuffering, gentle- 
ness and goodness) seem to represent 
our relation to our fellow men. The 
last three (faith or fidelity, meekness, 
and temperance or self-control) seem 
to have special reference to ourselves. 


“Three have mainly the outlook God- 
ward; three manward; and three self- 
ward. It is the inverted order of Titus 
2:12, soberly as to oneself, righteously 
as to one’s fellowmen, and godly as to 


God.” 
THE FRUIT OF LOVE 


“But the fruit of the Spirit is love.” 
Does your spiritual life produce this 
fruit? It is easy to look around and 





see the lack of charity in others, but 
may the Spirit help us to search our 
own hearts! 


I remember a lady who belonged to 
a church I pastored some years ago. 
She came to me one night after the 
service and seemed quite concerned 
about a lost sister. She asked me if I 
would call on her. 


I said: “I’m glad to see you so bur- 
dened about a blood relative. Tomor- 
row morning, Mrs. Young and I will 
drive up to your place, pick you up, 
and we will call on your sister.” 


Do you know what she said? “Oh, 
No! Don’t do that. We don’t speak to 
each other.” 


No wonder her testimony amounted 
to so little. Had she attempted to give 
a testimony, it would have been as 
sounding brass and a tinkling cymbal 
because the fruit of love was missing. 


If you are a fruit-bearing Christian, 
you will love the unlovely as well as 
the lovely, love the down-and-outer as 
the up-and-outer, love the outcast as 
well as the high caste. 


I remember Mike. I'll never forget 
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him. I used to see him staggering along 
the street drunk. Every chance I had, 
I would say something like this: “Mike, 
Jesus loves you and I do too.” Some- 
times I would bow my head and pray 
for him. At first he resented it, but 
when he was convinced somebody real- 
ly cared for his soul, he began to listen. 


One night he came into the taber- 
nacle and said: “Bill, I haven’t taken 
a drink in four days. I am sober. My 
mind is clear. I know what I am doing 
and I want your Christ tonight.” 


What a joy it was to lead that man 
to the Saviour! 


Do you lack a freshness in your 
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spiritual life? Do you feel that the 
fruit of the Spirit has become “dried 
fruit” because of neglect or compro- 
mise? If so, confess every known sin 
in your heart and give the Holy Spirit 
possession. 


THE FRUIT OF JOY 


Too many Christians go through life, 
the corners of their mouths turned 
down, with an “excuse me for living” 
expression on their faces. Someone has 
said that these people seem to have 
been baptized in vinegar.

Real joy is not worked up. It is not 
planned. It blossoms forth from the 
heart like a fragrant flower. It is the 
product of the Spirit-filled life. 


Christians generalize the Scriptures 
too much. It is easy to hastily read 
over Galatians 5:22 and assume that 
the fruit of the Spirit is manifested 
in our lives. But wait a minute! It is 
quite another thing to take these fruits 
mentioned and consider them one by 
one. When this is done, the majority of 
Christians fall short of appropriating 
their new inheritance in Christ. 





Paul wrote Titus about “adorning 
the doctrine of God.” That is why joy 
is one of the fruits of the Spirit. It 
certainly can be used to adorn the 
Gospel and attract people to the Sav- 
iour. It is so important, that the Lord 
included it in His wonderful fruit dis- 
play. 

Perhaps you would improve in physi- 
cal health if you had joy in your 
heart. Some people are sad, depressed 
and burdened when they sit down to 
eat. Doctors tell us that a dejected 
mind is conducive to indigestion. In 
Acts 2:46 we find a good aid to diges- 
tion: “They did take their meat with 


gladness and singleness of heart, prais- 
ing God.” 


Once I heard about a little girl who 
possessed the wrong conception of how 
a Christian should appear. She had 
seen too many long faced Christians. 
One day her parents took her to visit 
friends on a farm. 


There for the first time she saw a 
sad-faced, long-eared, long-faced mule. 
Her reaction was, “Mother, does that 
mule have religion too?” 


An exception to the rule, you say. 
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is both possible 








WORLD WAR III IN PROPHECY 


Many Washington officials now agree that Atomic-Armageddon 
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I am not too sure. Billy Sunday spoke 
of Christians who had faces long enough 
to lick the butter from the bottom of 
the churn. 


I have visited many sick rooms and 
seen patient, joyful saints suffering in- 
tensely. Their faces were radiant and 
their spirits joyful. I have seen people 
smile through tear-dimmed eyes of sor- 
row. Joy was present in the darkest 
hour of their lives. This joy of which 
I am speaking is real. It will sustain 
you under trial, tribulation and testing. 


Someone has given this prescription 
for joy. J-O-Y. Let J stand for Jesus. 
Let O (zero) stand for nothing. Let 
Y stand for you. Let nothing be between 
Jesus and you if you want true joy. 


THE FRUIT OF PEACE 


“But the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace.” 

Saying that there is no trouble in 
the world is playing the part of the 
proverbial ostrich, who would eliminate 
all problems by sticking his head into 
the sand. He blinds his eyes to reality. 


Job said: “Man is born unto trouble, 
as the sparks fly upward.” Paul said: 
“We are troubled on every side, we 
are perplexed, persecuted, cast down,” 
The apostle certainly was a good Chris- 
tian, and yet he had trouble— plenty 
of it. He said: “We are troubled on 
every side, yet not distressed; we are 
perplexed, but not in despair; perse- 
cuted, but not forsaken; cast down, 
but not destroyed.” 


Dr. Walter Wilson tells about his 
father-in-law who had a large tent 
manufacturing company in Kansas City. 
One day while eating a meal, he re- 
ceived word that his factory was burn- 
ing to the ground. After a brief pause 
he said, “The Lord gave, and the Lord 
hath taken away; blessed be the name 
of the Lord,” and resumed eating, com- 
pletely relaxed. Perfect peace in the 
heart in time of disaster! 


It is possible to reach the stage in 
Spirit-filled living where one is pre- 
pared for any eventuality. You will not 
be visibly shaken nor uncontrollably 
upset, regardless of what happens. 


The little girl had the right idea 
when she said: “The Lord is my shep- 
herd, J should worry.” 


THE FRUIT OF LONGSUFFERING 


Of all the fruits mentioned in our 
text, I have heard and read less about 
longsuffering than any other. In Strong’s 
Concordance the original meaning is 
forbearance or patience. 


I have met people with sunny disposi- 
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tions which seem to fade into storm 
clouds when situations try their pa- 
tience. I should not say, try their pa- 
tience, because aggravating circum- 
stances prove they do not possess pa- 
tience. But Spirit-filled Christians lov- 
ingly, joyfully, and peacefully face 
any distasteful, difficult or unpleasant 
situation. They understand the meaning 
of Romans 8:28, “We know that all 
things work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are the 
called according to his purpose.” 


The fruit of the Spirit will give 
you victory in the face of every prob- 
lem. Daniel faced the lions, and won 
victory in the lions’ den. The three 
Hebrew children did not run when they 
faced the fiery furnace. They won the 
victory in the fire. When Joseph was 
in Egypt, he won the victory in slavery. 


A lady spoke to me recently about 
a near-tragedy in her married life. 
Her sharp, critical husband said things 
which crushed her heart. For years he 
had spoken endearing words of affec- 
tion to her, but now he deliberately 
said stinging things to hurt. 


Her problem was: “I can’t stand it 
any longer. What shall I do?” After 
prayer we took the Word of God and 
showed her that a sweet, patient, for- 
bearing spirit was the only approach 
that could save her home. 


Lack of patience often puts a wea- 
pon in the hand of Satan. I heard of 
a soul winner saying to an obstinate 
man who refused to accept Christ, 
“Well, then go to hell.” We must keep 
in mind that the sinner is sick in his 
soul. We must be patient and forbear- 
ing regardless of any reaction on his 
part. 


Stop and think for a moment. What 
irritates or aggravates you? Is it some 
menial task in the church? Could it 
be some obligation to a dependent? 
Remember, tribulation worketh pa- 
tience; so praise God for trying cir- 
cumstances. They will develop you spir- 
itually and put muscle in your soul. 


The precious fruit of the Spirit, long- 
suffering, in the life of any Christian, 
will dispel the blues and defeat dis- 
couragement. 


THE FRUIT OF GENTLENESS 


A gentle spirit is like a flower — 
beautiful and fragrant even when blown 
in a storm. It just does not fight back. 
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This is vividly portrayed in the Rose 
of Sharon, the Lily of the Valley, our 
Saviour. In the darkest hour of His 
earth life, in the agonies of crucifixion, 
He cried, “Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what they do.” 


It is impossible to justify violent fits 
of temper, backbiting, sarcastic barbs 
and other demonstrations of a selfish 
spirit. Gentleness is needed in the home. 
There are those who are gracious, kind, 
tender-hearted and gentle to strangers 
or friends, but perpetual grouches in 
their own homes. They camouflage their 
vinegar dispositions with fake smiles. 


Real Holy Spirit gentleness does not 
involve putting on an act, but is some- 
thing effervescent within. Gentleness is 
needed in the church. There are divi- 
sions and splits that could be avoided 
if the spirit of gentleness were mani- 
fested. Romans 12:10 says, “Be kindly 
affectioned one to another with brother- 
ly love; in honour preferring one an- 
other.” 


Gentleness is needed in soul-winning 
efforts. Be on guard as you approach 
the unsaved about the saving grace of 
the Lord Jesus. There are some to whom 
you speak, who may respond with 
verbal volcanic eruptions. Be gentle 
with them. An argumentative attitude 
can defeat your purpose. In all of our 
conflict with evil, a good battle slogan 
is, “Let your sweetness be as great 
as your courage.” 


THE FRUIT OF GOODNESS 


In considering goodness, keep in mind 
that it is the natural fruit of a spir- 
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itual Christian. Do not confuse it with 
the false idea of salvation by works, by 
doing good. 


There are sinners who do good 
things; but being a good neighbor, 
helping the poor, building hospitals, 
sponsoring moral reforms, and doing 
other commendable things do not make 
an individual a Christian. 


The Word of God is full of references 
about goodness — that is about doing 
good. It is evident that God wills that 
His people be practical Christians. 
“Doers of the word and not hearers 
only.” James 1:22. 


Manifesting this virtue of doing good 
glorifies God. Do not worry about a 
Spirit-filled person taking credit for 
what he or she does. Nor will Spirit- 
filled Christians hide or deny being as- 
sociated with good acts, good associa- 
tions, or good projects. Matthew 5:16 
says, “Let your light so shine before 
men, that they may see your good 
works, and glorify your Father which 
is in heaven.” 


The original meaning of the word 
“works” in this verse is actually “labor- 
ing at doing good deeds.” 


You have the ability to do good in 
Jesus’ Name if you are filled with the 
Spirit. “Stir up the gift that is within 
thee.” Our Lord warns of the peril 
of the hidden talent. Stagnant water 
can become poison. 
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Be too absorbed in the task God has 
given you, to spend energy on worldly 
things. It would be tragic to go through 
life and at the end discover latent tal- 
ents. At the age of 76, Gypsy Smith 
was asked if he would retire. “Retire?” 
he said. “Not I. I’m no extinct volcano. 
I will retire when God tells me to, by 
taking away my equipment, and not 
before.” 


THE FRUIT OF FAITH 


If it were possible to display the 
fruit of the Spirit in tangible form 
so that a choice could be made by Chris- 
tians to select their “major” in fruits, 
undoubtedly that of faith would be 
the top-ranking selection. Most Chris- 
tians hunger for miracle-working faith. 





Faith is not man-made. Neither is it 
self-propelled. We do not naturally 
possess spiritual faith. Neither do we 
receive faith by having faith that we 
have faith. Self-determination is often 
mistaken for faith. This is why com- 
plications develop in the plans of Chris- 
tians. 

If you are running into rebuffs, if 
you are praying without results, if you 
are trying to manufacture faith or force 
God to act, you are a good candidate 
for despondency. Faith is not produced 
that way. 


There is a sense in which every per- 
son has faith — that is, natural faith. 
It is manifested in many ways, such 
as faith in the grocer that he will not 
poison the food we buy, faith that the 
bus driver will not deliberately run 
over a cliff. 


Often an unsaved person uses only 
natural faith in reaching out to grasp 
the hand of the Saviour for deliverance 
from sin. He “believes” mechanically. 
It is in this first stage that many Chris- 
tians stalemate, in the faith of life. 


The 17th chapter of Matthew gives 
a record of powerless disciples. A man 
came to Jesus with the story of his 
demon-possessed son. He said: “And 
I brought him to thy disciples, and 
they could not cure him.” The Saviour 
knew the source of the disciples’ trou- 
ble. His rebuke was right to the point, 
“OQ faithless and perverse generation, 
how long shall I be with you?” 
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As the child of God yields to the 
Holy Spirit for control and infilling, 
one outstanding characteristic will be 
evident — faith. The faith fruit of the 
Spirit removes mountains, casts out 
demons, dispels fear and despondency, 
and constantly reminds Satan, the ad- 
versary of “Thus saith the Lord.” 


The miracle-working faith mentioned 
in our text is not limited to any class, 
group, denomination, or individual. 
Anyone yielding fully to the Holy Spir- 
it will be amazed at the revolutionary 
results in his or her prayer life. 


THE FRUIT OF MEEKNESS 


Much emphasis is placed, these days, 
on great preachers, great programs, 
great orators and great champions. It 
is therefore refreshing to occasionally 
meet a Spirit-filled, humble, meek, 
lowly follower of the Master whose 
sole ambition is to decrease so that 
the Lord can increase. 


Meekness or humility is one of the 
finest fruits of the Spirit mentioned in 
our text. Let us ask ourselves this ques- 
tion: “Is there anything in my life 
which would give people the impres- 
sion that ‘I’ predominates rather than 
Christ? Do I possess a know-it-all spir- 
it? Do people sense a superior attitude 
in me, or do I possess the virtue of 
‘in honour preferring one another’ as in 


Romans 12:10?” 


To humble yourselves does not mean 
to take pride in your humility and 
boast to the world that you are humble. 
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I heard a fellow give this testimony 
in a public meeting. He said: “I am 
the humblest of all God’s people.” 
He was humble and proud of it. 


Real humility does not consist of 
thinking merely of ourselves, but in 
not thinking of ourselves at all. Moses 
“wist not that his face shone.” If hu- 
mility speaks of itself, it is gone. 


John the Baptist possessed true meek- 
ness. When a deputation sought his 
identity, he did not give them a bio- 
graphical statement or boast that he 
had baptized more people than any 
living man. Daniel never boasted of 
conquering lions. Search the Psalms, 
and you will not find a single instance 
where David gloated about his victory 
over Goliath. 


A baker in Toronto became a multi- 
millionaire. He gained his wealth by 
operating a chain of bake shops. One 
of his children said: “Father, there are 
people in this city who do not have 
as much wealth as we possess, yet they 
live in better homes than we do. Will 
you build us a new home?” 


The man replied: “Yes, provided 
you put my picture in every room in 
the house.” The house was built. The 
day came for the house-warming cere- 
monies. Friends were shown through 
the house. And sure enough, every room 
displayed a picture of the father dress- 
ed in his bakery uniform, including his 
big white hat and apron. His explana- 
tion to his family was simply, “This 
is to remind us where we came from.” 


At our best, we Christians are only 
sinners saved by grace. A full realiza- 
tion of that fact will keep us meek 
and humble and approachable. 


Matthew 23:12 advises, “And who- 
soever shall exalt himself shall be 
abased; and he that shall humble him- 
self shall be exalted.” 


THE FRUIT OF TEMPERANCE 


In the minds of most people, temper- 
ance refers to only one vice, the use 
of alcoholic drink, but according to 
I Corinthians 9:25, “Every man_ that 
striveth for the mastery is temperate 
in all things.” 


Temperance is one of the prerequi- 
sites listed in I] Peter, chapter 1, which 
produces industriousness and fruitful- 
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ness in the knowledge of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Peter also warns that if 
temperance is lacking, the result will 
be blindness and forgetfulness in spir- 
itual things. 


The temperance specifically mention- 
ed as a fruit of the Spirit in our text, 
refers to self-restraint in all appetites, 
hence chastity. In fact, this is definitely 
stated in Strong’s Concordance. 


In our family associations, business 
dealings, and neighborly contacts, we 
are sure to find ourselves occasionally 
“on the spot.” Sometimes traps will be 
laid in an effort to catch a Christian 
off guard. The devil is always on the 
lookout for a weak-kneed, wishy-washy, 
spineless, compromising person through 
whom he can bring reproach upon the 


work of the Lord. 


We are warned about this approach 
in Proverbs 23:1, “When thou sittest 
» eat with a ruler, consider diligently 
what is before thee.” This verse clearly 
indicates that there will be times when 
we find ourselves in contact with cer- 
tain people, and in situations where 
we need to be on the alert. 


Now note the strong language of 
this next verse, Proverbs 13:2. “And 
put a knife to thy throat, if thou be 
a man given to appetite.” This actually 
means fence yourself in; build a hedge 
or pull yourself into a shell; say “no” 
to everything which displeases God. 


Many people sin against God by 
deliberately defiling their bodies with 
food which they know disagrees with 
them. That is where the need for tem- 
perance comes in. Keep in mind that 
temperance means self-restraint in all 
appetites. 


Some foods are absolutely harmful 
and should be avoided. Then there are 
other foods which are good when eaten 
moderately. It is possible to over-in- 
dulge in or abuse even a good thing, 
and that is when the act becomes a 
sin. Over-eating and wrong-eating are 
just as intemperate as alcoholic intoxi- 
cation. 

Now let us consider briefly the sec- 
ond aspect of temperance as set forth 
in the original text — that of chastity. 


Yielding to the desires of the flesh 
will lead to destruction and ruin. Some 
of you are not the least bit concerned 
with being Spirit-filled. As far as this 





message is concerned, you are half- 
hearted in your interest; but the ac- 
ceptance or rejection of the truth pre- 
sented to you right now may determine 
whether your future will be one of 
joy or one of bitter defeat. 


Impurity leads to gross sins. The 
cause for many broken homes is the 
lack of the truth I am presenting. 


= © 


RE THESE fruits of the Spirit 
manifested in your life? Are you 
hungering and thirsting after righteous- 
ness? Do you want power in prayer 
and success in soul-winning? Do you 
want victory over outward sins of the 
world and inward sins of the disposi- 
tion? Do you want to be more like 
Jesus, adorned with His love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, and temperance? 


The answer you give to these ques- 
tions will determine whether or not 
you will be a second-rate Christian. 
Any believer who does not possess the 
fullness of the Spirit is enjoying only 
God’s second best. 





R. SPEAKER, when the Philip- 

pine Islands were under attack 
by the Japanese, a suggestion was 
made to Gen. Douglas MacArthur that 
the Stars and Stripes should be hauled 
down from the headquarters building 
of the Far Eastern Command in Ma- 
nila in order to avoid identifying it to 
Japanese bombers. 


The general’s historic reply was: 


“Take every other normal precaution 
for the protection of Army headquar- 
ters, but keep the flag flying.” 


With this statement General Mac- 
Arthur expressed again that respect 
and esteem which loyal Americans have 
held for Old Glory since the United 
States was created out of the sacrifice 
of a bloody revolution. 
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The fighting men of America have 
followed the Stars and Stripes into 
battle in the defense of our Nation 
whenever danger threatened America. 
The flag waved from the masthead of 
the Constitution — Old Ironsides — 
when naval history was made. It flew 
proudly over the Bon Homme Richard 
in the Mediterranean. It moved defi- 
antly above the carrier Lexington as 
that valiant vessel plunged to a watery 
grave in the Coral Sea. 


Old Glory flew from Fort McHenry 
at Baltimore in the War of 1812 during 
the battle which gave birth to our Na- 
tional Anthem. 


The flag waved from Cemetery Ridge 
for three bloody days in the Battle 
of Gettysburg. It stood beside Custer 
at Little Big Horn. It charged up San 
Juan Hill with the great Teddy Roose- 
velt and the Rough Riders. 


Old Glory moved with American 
troops through Belleau Woods and in 
the action at Chateau-Thierry. And our 
flag was carried with the American 
forces from Pearl Harbor to Tokyo, 
from North Africa to Sicily, from the 
beachhead at Normandy to Berlin. 


Never before in our history have we 
needed a Nation-wide surge of old- 
fashioned patriotism as we do today. 


Our Nation is in danger both from 
forces within as well as from interna- 
tional communism abroad. And there 
is no more effective way to bring to 
mind this need than through an in- 
creased display of the American Flag.

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Fo REASONS perhaps known only 
to God and yourself, you are not 
a missionary. The Great Commission 
(Matthew 28:19, 20) does not apply, 
in a physical way, to you. 


There are close friends, even rela- 
tives whom you can name, laboring 
in foreign and home mission fields, 
but you, perhaps, under the direction 
of the Holy Spirit, have elected Amer- 
ica as your field of service. 


A very great responsibility rests upon 
you, as a result of your choice. 


The genuinely Christian life is a 
prayerful life. Public prayer, united 
prayer, secret prayer, intercessory pray- 
er ... all occupied a prominent place 
in the lives of New Testament Chris- 
tians. 

Unless prayer is given the place its 
importance merits in your life, you 
will never become a fruit-bearing Chris- 
tian. As one who has elected to sup- 
port the cause of world evangelism 
from the home base, prayer and inter- 
cession on behalf of the work of Christ 
in missionary fields becomes your sol- 
emn responsibility. 


Intercessory prayer is prominent in 
both Testaments. Abraham interceded 
in the presence of the Lord for Sodom 
and Gomorrah. Moses interceded for 
Egypt and Pharaoh. When his sister 
Miriam was smitten with leprosy, he 
cried out for her before God. His great- 
est intercessory prayer is recorded in 
Number 14:13-19. Samuel considered 
lack of intercession to be sin. (I Samuel 
12:23) 


The Lord Jesus was the greatest of 
all intercessors. (John 17) Paul assured 
those to whom he wrote that they 
were mentioned always in his prayers, 
and at the some time requested inter- 
cession in his behalf. Ephaphras is men- 
tioned as a servant of God in the church 
at Colosse, much given to intercessory 
prayer. 

If intercession is not a habit of your 
life, begin it today. Prayerlessness leads 
to spiritual disaster, as multitudes will 
sorrowfully testify. Begin by praying, 
“Lord teach me to pray — to really 
pray!” 





The matter of your becoming a pray- 
er-warrior is fraught with vastly more 
eternal significance than you may ima- 
gine. Adherents to the pagan religions 
of the world number over a billion souls. 
Lost souls, all. The moral and spiritual 
conditions under which they exist are 
heartbreaking. Their eternal future is 
hopeless. 


Against this overwhelming figure of 
a billion lost souls may be compared 
the number of evangelical missionaries 
scattered over the entire globe — only 
ten thousand. These statistics are enough 
to drive believers to their knees, re- 
membering the Saviour’s words: “The 
fields are white already to harvest. Pray 
ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he will send forth labourers into 
his harvest.” 


Conditions under which many mis- 
sionaries labor are such as to call 
forth heart-intercession on the part of 
prayer-warriors at home. The force of 
Satanic opposition in lands long with- 
out Gospel light is often unbelievable. 
Demon possession is a factor. Mission- 
aries recite stories of such experiences 
that are terrifying. 


Because of the unusual conditions 
under which they labor, they are some- 
times hindered by lack of intercessory 
support from Christians at home. The 
new missionary steps from civilization 
to primitive conditions. Problems of 
homesickness may arise. Strange lan- 
guages and dialects present problems. 
New social adjustments must be made, 
and finally, physical danger is often 
at hand. 


Mrs. Jonathan Goforth tells of an 
incident early in their missionary ca- 
reer in China, paralleling experiences 
of Christians in that land today: 


“Two of our brethren, after renting 
property at a town just within the 
boundary of Honan, and near the Wei 
River, moved in, intending to spend 
the winter there. However, a sudden 
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and bitter persecution arose, just as 
they had become settled. The mission 
premises were attacked by a mob, and 
everything was looted. The two mis- 
sionaries were roughly handled, one 
being dragged about the courtyard. 
They found themselves at last left alone, 
their lives spared, but everything gone. 


“Their position was serious in the 
extreme — several days’ journey away 
from friends, with no money, no bed- 
ding, and no clothes but those upon 
them, with the cold winter begun. 


“In their extremity, they knelt down 
and committed themselves to the Lord. 
And according to His promise He de- 
livered them out of their distresses; 
for even while they prayed a brother 
missionary from a distant station was 
at hand. He arrived unexpectedly, with- 
out knowing what had occurred, a few 
hours after the looting had taken place. 


“His coming at such an opportune 
moment filled the hearts of their hea- 
then enemies with fear. Money and 
goods were returned, and from that time 
violent opposition of the people ceased.” 


The great majority of prayers re- 
corded in the Word of God were an- 
swered. A close study of the answered 
prayers will demonstrate that they were 
offered up in communion with the Lord 
— were prayed in trusting faith, and 
in accordance with His will.

Among the names of those pouring 
out their lives for the lost in Defender 
| missionary ranks, is Dr. H. H. Jones, 
_who left college fifty years ago, with

| the task of earning steamship fare to 
| Africa, as a medical missionary. 


On July 4, 1950, all Americans in 
| Liberia were invited to a celebration 
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at the American Legation in the capi- 
tal. Dr. Jones was greeted by those 
assembled there as “the dean of mis- 
sionaries” in Liberia. He has won many 
souls during his 50 years of ministry. 
The Defenders’ organization began sup- 
porting him about 10 years ago. 


In the midst of religious and polliti- 
cal turmoil, Christians of India are 
moving forward with their missionary 
labors. 

Dr. Jaswant Nelson has charge of 
the Defender missionary project of In- 
dia. In addition to his duties as Pastor 
of a Church, he also finds time to edit 
The Crusader — an evangelistic, mis- 
sionary voice of the Defenders of the 
Christian Faith. 


Rev. A. A. Smester is chairman of 
Defender missions in the Dominican 
Republic. He is a well-equipped native 
leader, consecrated to the task of soul 
winning, disciplined in mind and char- 
acter. 

Mr. Smester is always greeted with 
enthusiasm on his preaching tours. He 
is witnessing a steady stream of con- 
versions from his labors. 


The missionary labors of Dr. Jose 
Hernandez in the Harlem section of 
overcrowded New York City, are an 
outgrowth of the work in Puerto Rico. 
Large numbers of Puerto Ricans emi- 
grate annually to the United States, 
among whom are members of Defend- 
ers Churches on the Island. Those set- 
tling in New York, immediately con- 
tact the growing Church of which Dr. 
Hernandez is pastor. 


Services are conducted every night 
in the Spanish language. Never a week 
passes but what souls accept Christ. 


“In the heart of Cuba with Cuba in 
its heart” describes the International 
Church of the Air, a Gospel work under 
the direction of Rev. Arthur W. Pain, 
with whom the Defenders organization 
cooperates in Cuba. 


Mr. Pain’s far-reaching radio minis- 
try started 16 years ago, and daily 
broadcasts have continued over a chain 
of stations. He also carries on an ac- 





tive program of evangelistic tent cam- 
paigns. Crowds throng these meetings, 
resulting in a constant ingathering of 
souls. Mr. Pain has worn out half a 
dozen such “canvas cathedrals.” 


Through the untiring efforts of Dr. 
J. F. Rodriguez, and the prayers and 
financial support of Bible-believing 
Christians here in the States, more than 
150 Defender Churches, | arge and 
small, are now scattered across the Is- 
land of Puerto Rico. 


Missionary effort has resulted in the 
moral, spiritual and economic regenera- 
tion of entire sections, where native 
Christians have established Defender 
Churches. New worship centers are be- 
ing established faster than support can 
be arranged at Wichita headquarters. 


The Defenders Theological Seminary 
in Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, conducts 
classes five days a week, nine months 
of the year. Evangelistic services are 
held seven nights a week, on the Sem- 
inary premises, the year round. The 
Spanish magazine, Fl Defensor His- 
pano, edited by Dr. Winrod and pub- 
lished under Dr. Rodriguez’s supervi- 
sion is enjoying wide distribution and 
ever-increasing reader interest. 

Dr. Jacob Rosenthal, a converted 
rabbi, is Defender missionary-at-large 
to Jewish people. He has suffered great 
persecution from family and relatives 
as a result of his testimony, but is 
enjoying marked success, as he witnes- 
ses and preaches in American cilies 
where Jews are collected in large num- 
bers. 

All of the foregoing missionary ac- 
tivities are made possible by funds 
sent to the various fields each month 
from Wichita headquarters. This assis- 
tance is made possible through contri- 
butions by Defender readers and 
friends, who have chosen to “lay up 
treasures” in this manner.

In one generation, we have seen na- 
tions change their forms of govern- 
ment. Dictatorships have risen on the 
ruins of parliamentary systems. Two 
new tools of communication were used 
by “men on horseback” to attain these 
ends — namely, radio and motion pic- 
ture. 


Training films played an important 
role in the War Department’s plan of 
transforming peaceful, nonaggressive 
civilians into grim warriors, during 
World War II.

Gen. 15:1-6: 17:5-6: 18-19;

EMORY TEXT: “And if ye be 

Christ’s, then are ye Abraham’s 
seed, and heirs according to the pro- 
mise.” Galatians 3:29. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “BELIEVED.” 


Abraham appears on the 
a native of Ur of the Chaldees, a city 
of southern Babylonia. Though buried 
for two thousand years, archaeologists 
have now uncovered this city. It had 
existed at least a thousand years before 
Abraham arrived.

For unknown reasons, the patriarch’s 
father emigrated to Haran, 600 miles 
west of Ur, taking his household with 
him, which included Abraham, his wife 
Sarah, and nephew Lot. While in Ha- 
ran, Abraham received a divine com- 
mand to pursue his course to Canaan, 
where he should become the father 
of nations. 


Today’s lesson finds the wanderer 
in Canaan, shortly after vanquishing 
a coalition of tribal chieftains who had 
sacked Sodom and carried away his 
nephew, Lot. With great magnanimity, 
Abraham had refused any compensa- 
tion for the rescue. 


Anxious thoughts seemed to plague 
him now, perhaps as a reaction to the 
clash and clamor of battle. He was 85 
years old, and seemingly no nearer to 
a son and heir than ten years before, 
when the promise was given. He fore- 
saw that all of his wealth would go to 
a confidential servant, Eliezer, accord- 
ing to tribal customs, if he should die 
without an heir. 


Inspired Scripture pardons Abraham 
for the few times he entertained doubts, 
and speaks of him as an example of 
faith. At the time of his departure from 
Haran, he knew not where he was go- 
ing ... but he did know with whom he 
was going and that was sufficient. 


His faith never wavered. That he 
would become the “father of many na- 
tions” became a fixed fact in his con-

sciousness, despite the many years which 
came and went without any evidence 
of fulfillment. 


Abraham is an example to believers 
of all time ... having “trusted God,” 
he waited a quarter of a century before 
the promise was fulfilled. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS GENESIS 
17:5. 


“A father of many nations have | 
made thee.” 


Abraham cannot be regarded as the 
property of any one nation or religion. 
All of the Arab nations are his descen- 
dants, as well as multitudes of nomads 
roaming the deserts of Arabia and Per- 
sia. 

“It is a mistake to identify Abraham 
as a Jew, or a member of any particular 
faction of humanity. The Jews and 
some other peoples were among his 
descendants, but he himself was iden- 
tified with the common humanity of the 
ancient world. He stepped out and re- 
ceived the spotlight of history in the 
making, because he knew God. trusted 
Him and obeyed Him. This would have 
been the privilege of any of his con- 
temporaries. 


“He had no more pride of ancestry 
than anybody else. The simple truth is 
that he believed God and this made him 
great and worthy, or as Paul stated, 
‘it was accounted unto him for righ- 
teousness.” It is not our parents, or 
where we came from that makes us 
great; but how we obey and trust God, 
and where we are going.” — Higley 
Commentary. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIANS 
ARE THE SEED OF ABRAHAM. 


Abraham was blessed because of his 
position in the blood-line between Eden 
and the Manger. The physical body in 
which deity should be housed, was po- 
tentially in his loins. Hence the words, 
“in thee shall all families of earth be 
blessed.” This explains why Christians 
are his spiritual descendants.

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Speaking to Roman believers, the 
Apostle Paul referred to Abraham as 
“the father of us all.” (Romans 4:16) 
He is the only human person of whom 
believers are said to be children. Chris- 
tians are his spiritual seed. (Galatians 
3:29) They are Abraham’s descendants 
as “the stars of heaven.” 


No one knows whether anyone living 
today is an unblemished physical de- 
scendant of Abraham. The surge of 
emigration, warfare and racial admix- 
ture has obliterated the hereditary “pure 
blood” descendants. 


Paul spoke of “Jews, Gentiles (and) 
the Church of God.” The latter class 
is made of converts from the former 
two. It is Scriptural to refer to them 
as “Christians.” but not a “Christian 
Jews” or “Christian Gentiles.” 

“He is not a Jew which is one outwardly; 
neither is that circumcision, which is outward in 
the flesh; but he is a Jew which is one inwardly; 
and circumcision is that of the heart, in the spirit, 


and not in the letter; whose praise is not of men, 
but of God.”” (Romans 2:17-29) 


“Now to Abraham and his seed were the pro- 
mises made. He saith not, and to seeds, as cf 
many; but as of one, And to thy seed, which is 
Christ.” (Galatians 3:16) 


“And if ye be Christ’s then are ye Abraham's 
seed, and heirs according to the promise.”

MOSES AND THE LAW 
Deut. 5:1-6; 6:20-25 











EMORY TEXT: “Blessed are the 
undefiled in the way, who walk 
in the law of the Lord.” Psalm 119:1. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “STATUTES.” 


Although living a nomadic life in 
the desert, the children of Israel were 
a nation. They had a theocratic form 
of government. Their system of law 


came by revelation. Those who led, 
listened for the voice of God. 
Too many modern leaders do_ not 


even listen to the voice of conscience, 
much less of God! 


Moses knew that it would be unsafe 
for his people to proceed without gui- 
dance and protection from above. The 
national conscience had to be kept 
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alive. He chose the occasion of today’s 
lesson to restate the principles of his 
nation’s constitution thereby re- 
minding the people of their utter de- 
pendence upon God. 


He used four independent terms of 
religious instruction in opening his ad- 
dress. Everyone in the camp was to 
“hear,” “learn,” “keep,” and “do.” Re- 
ligion would be the foremost phase of 
their life. They were expected to set 
an example of godly living before sur- 
rounding nations ... an ideal seldom 
realized for any sustained period dur- 
ing the next ten centuries. 


Moses reminded his hearers that, 
“The Lord talked with you face to face 
in the mount.” God spoke so freely, 
familiarly and in such a manner that 
no doubt existed as to His presence. 
It often happens that our faith is con- 
firmed by looking back upon some ex- 
perience, when we were particularly 
conscious of God’s nearness. 


“IT stood between the Lord and you 
at that time.” As messenger and inter- 
preter, Moses brought together two ob- 
jects formerly removed from each oth- 
er — God and the people. 


In this character, Moses was a type 
of Christ, who is the only mediator be- 
tween God and man. See Hebrews 8:6; 
9:15 and II Corinthians 5:19. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS DEUTER- 
ONOMY 6:23. 


“And he brought us out from thence, 
that he might bring us in.” 


Egypt typifies the life of sin from 
which men are delivered by repentance. 
Canaan typifies the new life of regen- 
eration and sanctifying grace which fol- 
lows. The comparison is so perfect, that 
born-again believers quite naturally 
accept it. 


Looking back one sees bondage, hope- 
lessness and despair. Looking about 
in the Canaan experience, there is abun- 
dance on every hand. 


In bondage, personal hopes could 
not be realized; advancement was out 
of the question. In Canaan unlimited 
prospects opened to the gaze on every 
hand. Those who live in Canaan, are 
always growing better, improving, en- 
joying their spiritual experience more 
from day to day. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CANAAN 
DWELLERS HAVE SPECIAL RE- 
SPONSIBILITY. 


Souls liberated from Satanic bon- 
dage are new creatures. “Old things 
are passed away; behold, all things 
are become new.” II Corinthians 5:17. 
They are guided by a different set of 
“statutes” and their “testimonies” dif- 





fer from those around them. They have 
the responsibility of making God known 
through righteous conduct and faith- 
ful witnessing. 


Moses said that the Lord brought 
the nation “out from thence, that he 
might bring us in.” This is the experi- 
ence of the twice-born soul ... brought 
out of sin that he might dwell in Christ.

CANAAN CONQUERED 


Joshua 14:6-13; Judges 2:7-10; 
21:25 











EMORY TEXT: “I will not fail 
thee, nor forsake thee.” Joshua 


1:5. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “MOUNTAIN.” 


Today’s lesson confronts us with a 
man who, at the age of 85, was still 
looking for a hard and difficult job. 
Forty-five years had elapsed since Ca- 
leb brought back his report from spy- 
ing out the promised land. Instead of 
accepting a well-earned rest, he remained 
alive to opportunity, eager to lead 
in the conflict of right against wrong. 


Twelve spies were sent to Canaan. 
Ten returned with discouraging reports. 
Two, Joshua and Caleb, insisted upon 
organizing an expedition and taking the 
land then and there. They were shouted 
down. 


The people rebelled at their auda- 
cious recommendation, and even went 
so far as to choose a captain to lead 
them back to Egypt. Number 14:4. 
Thereupon the nation was sentenced to 
complete 40 years of desert wandering. 


Now, after all these years, Joshua 
and Caleb are again together — the 
former as leader of the people, the 
latter as a veteran statesman in whom 
everyone has confidence. Land is to 
be allocated. 


Yonder stands a mighty mountain. 


Caleb reminds all present that he re- 
quested a title to it 45 years earlier 
.. and that Moses had agreed. Joshua 
knew this to be true. The area was popu- 
lated with Anakims, but Caleb proposed 
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now, as in the past, to drive them out. 


Being one of the nominees appointed 
to preside over the division of the 
country, he might have been charged 
with using his position for personal 
advantage, but the request had been 
made in private. He therefore spoke 
publicly, so that everyone might wit- 
ness the propriety of his conduct. 


“Joshua blessed him, and gave He- 
bron unto Caleb for an inheritance.” 


The People’s Bible Encyclopedia has 
this to say regarding the Anakims: 
“Sons of Arba, progenitor of a race 
of giants. These Anakims were a terror 
to the children of Israel (Numbers 
13:22, 28), but were driven out by 
Caleb, who came into possession of 
Hebron (Joshua 15:13-14).” 


If giants are encountered in our path, 
while pressing toward the promised 
land, we must not stop until they are 
all destroyed. Giants of fear, giants 
of doubt, giants of carnality, giants of 
bad habits, giants of sinful tendencies 
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—those things that loom large in daily 
life, which if tolerated will deny us 
the fulness of our promised inheritance. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS JUDGES 2:7. 


“And the people served the Lord 
all the days of Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders that outlived Joshua, who 
had seen all the great works of the 
Lord.” 


The trend toward apostasy started 
even while Joshua was still living. The 
angel of the Lord appeared in the camp 
and administered a stern warning of 
what to expect if the downgrade con- 
tinued. He said: “Ye have not obeyed 
my voice: why have ye done this?” 


“And the people lifted up their voice, 
and wept.” This attitude suggests na- 
tional repentance. Spiritual ground was 
retrieved. But following the death of 
Joshua “there arose another generation 
after them, which knew not the Lord.” 


Disaster resulted. America could, and 
should, learn an important lesson here. 
Our Country was established by men 
with a firm reliance upon God and the 
Word of God. Where the present drift 
away from the ideals and standards of 
the founding fathers will take us, re- 
mains to be seen. The handwriting on 
the wall is clear. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: WE ALL HAVE 
KADESH-BARNEA EXPERIENCES. 


Kadesh Barnea is a place of choice, 
a point where decisions must be made. 
Twelve spies were dispatched from 
there to the promised land. When they 
returned, the people made a tragic de- 
cision, based upon the adverse report 
of the ten. 


But Caleb, standing almost alone, 
made the right decision. He purposed 
in his heart to claim the mountain, de- 
spite the Anakim. His position was 
finally vindicated. How different the 
history of his people might read today, 
had they been guided by sound judg- 
ment and integrity at Kadesh-Barnea! 


We should not compromise with fear 
and doubt ... or improvise to avoid 
opposition, when we stand at cross- 
roads where decisions must be made.

May 6, 1951 
DAVID UNITES THE KINGDOM 


II Sam. 5:1-5: 8:15: 
I Chron. 22:17-19 











EMORY TEXT: “The sacrifices of 

God are a broken spirit: a broken 

and a contrite heart, O God, thou wilt 
not despise.” Psalms 51:17. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “REIGN.” 


David’s first act after becoming king 
of Judah was to send a message of 
thanks to the men of Jabesh-gilead, 
for having buried Saul and his sons 
after the fatal battle of Mount Gilboah. 


This act of graciousness violated the 
custom of eastern kings, which was 
to show disrespect to the house of one’s 
predecessor, executing as many as pos- 
sible to assure the new dynasty. David’s 
act was born of a deep religious con- 
viction. 


Saul’s family, however, did not give 
up the throne without a struggle. Cer- 
tain of the northern and eastern tribes 
accepted Saul’s son, Ish-bosheth, as 
king, although Abner, his military com- 
mander, was the real ruler. In the course 
of time, Abner deserted to David, and 
Ish-bosheth was murdered treacherous- 
ly. 

Conditions had deteriorated during 
the reign of the Judges. David’s per- 
sonality rapidly became the rallying 
point for unity and the rebuilding of 
the nation’s character. There could be 
no question but what God’s Spirit 
rested upon him by unique anointing. 


Members of all the tribes saw in 
him, a type of leadership that could 
unite the people. They wished his au- 
thority to extend beyond Judah and 
include the entire nation. 


“Then came all the tribes of Israel.” 
A combined deputation of the leading 
authorities in every tribe. David pos- 
sessed indispensable qualities of king- 
ship. Ample proof existed of his mili- 
tary talent. The people’s desire for his 
assumption of the government was in- 
creased by their knowledge of the will 
and purpose of God, as declared by 
Samuel at an earlier date. I Samuel 


16:11-13. 


“King David made a league wit 
oe : 
them.” The type of formal declaration 
here recorded was usually witnessed 
at the commencement of a new dynasty, 
or at the restoration of a royal family 
after a usurpation. II Kings 11:17. 











Such events were always accompanied 
by religious solemnities. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS SAMUEL 
8:15. 


“And David reigned over Israel; and 
David executed judgment and _ justice 
unto all his people.” 


It is one thing to rule a people, and 
quite another thing to administer jus- 
tice. Rulership may be good or evil — 
benevolent or arbitrary. 


David’s responsibilities included not 
only executive tasks but legislative and 
judicial as well. His government, based 
on a high standard of morals, and faith 
in God, is a contrast to present-day gov- 
ernments characterized by political cor- 
ruption, treacherous diplomacy and bu- 
reaucratic abuse of power. 


The administration of justice is more 
important than any other responsibility 
of government. David excelled in this 
function — which is a complimentary 
statement, since monarchs are vested 
with absolute authority in making laws 
and executing them. 


Administering justice requires ob- 
servance of the laws of God in human 
relationships, and recognition of sin 
in society. America was once an ex- 
ample to the world in this respect, 
until our national character began to 
wane. A steady decline in national 
morality has been evident during the 
past half century, until now public 
scandals have become nauseating to all 
who still possess a conscience. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: WISE AND 
GODLY LEADERS MAKE A NA- 
TION STRONG. 


The fortunes of Bible people seem 
to have been bound up with good and 
bad rulers. There is a law of rightness 
which operates on top levels in the af- 
fairs of men. Honesty, kindness, fair- 
ness, unselfishness and trustworthiness 
all make for happiness and _ national 
well being. 


Despite his splendid qualities and 
achievements, David was subject to hu- 
man weaknesses like others. His uni- 
fication of quarreling tribes into a 
strong government was outstanding. The 
Scriptures say that he was in many 
respects a man after God’s own heart. 


Ewald says in his History of Israel: “If we 
proceed to put together, in its most general fea- 
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tures, the whole picture of David which results 
from all these historical testimonies, we find 
the very foundations of his character to be 
laid in a peculiarly firm and unshaken trust in 
Jehovah. 


“His mouth continually overflows with heart- 
felt praise of Jehovah, and his actions are ever 
redolent of the nobility inspired by a real and 
living fear of him (for the errors by which he 
is carried away stand out prominently just be- 
cause of their rarity) ... In the clear daylight 
of Israel’s ancient history David furnishes the 
most brilliant example of the noble elevation 
of character produced by the old religion.”

May 13, 1951 


RISE AND FALL OF SAMARIA 


I Kings 12:20: 16:23-28, 30: 
Amos 6:1-6 











EMORY TEXT: “Blessed is the 
nation whose God is the Lord.” 


Psalm 33:12. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SAMARIA.” 


King Solomon did not emulate the 
reign of his illustrious father, David. 
Encouragement was given to idolatry. 
Dissatisfaction prevailed because of 
tax burdens placed upon the people to 
maintain the extravagances of the court. 
At the time of Solomon’s death, the 
land was rumbling with discontent, most 
of which centered in the tribe of Eph- 
raim. 


Shechem, the capital of Ephraim, 
was the city chosen for Rehoboam’s 
coronation. A great gathering of the 
heads of tribes and houses was held to 
commemorate the event. 


The officials deemed it a fitting op- 
portunity to ask that the excessive tax 
levies be relaxed. Rehoboam was scorn- 
ful and rejected their request. He even 
threatened more oppressive burdens for 
the future. 


Insult added to injury aroused the 
people. Allegiance to Rehoboam was 
indignantly refused and the claims of 
the house of David repudiated. Ado- 
ram, the chief tax-gatherer, was stoned 
to death in the tumult, and Rehoboam, 
trembling with fear, rushed by chariot 
to Jerusalem. 


The leader of the revolt was a man 
named Jeroboam, the son of Nebat. 
Because Jeroboam demonstrated singu- 
lar talent in administrative affairs, 
Solomon had appointed him governor 
over the house of Joseph, that is, Eph- 
raim and allied tribes. Then, hearing 
that a prophet had predicted Jeroboam 
was destined to lead ten tribes, Solo- 
mon had sought to kill him, but failed. 


It was Jeroboam who led the ori- 
ginal deputation to Rehoboam, only 





to have the petition refused. It was 
also he who directed the revolt and 
discouraged allegiance to the family of 
David. 

Rehoboam took steps to gather an 
army and recover the tribes, but She- 
maiah, another prophet, forbade him. 
The tribe of Judah adhered to Reho- 
boam, with the chief part of Benjamin, 
forming the Southern Kingdom. The 
other ten tribes pledged allegiance to 
Jeroboam, leader of the Northern King- 
dom. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS AMOS 6:1. 


“Woe to them that are at ease in 
Zion, and trust in the mountain of 
Samaria.” 

Amos preached to the Northern King- 
dom during the rule of Jeroboam II. 
about 150 years after the death of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. Ahab had 
come and gone, during whose rule 
Elijah successfully purged the country 
of Baal worship, in defiance of rulers 
and_ priests. 


It was a time of prosperity now, in 
which the people had a tendency to 
become self-sufficient and less conscious 
of accountability to God. Yet any in- 
vasion would have found Israel as de- 
fenseless as an ant hill. 


Israel needed reform, not so much 
in lower levels as in the top strata of 
society. Reform is much more effective 
when it takes place in official circles 

although it is more popular to 
begin with the sad creatures of the sa- 
loons and red light districts. 


Amos would be an unpopular preach- 
er in America today. The church is at 
ease, enjoying a polite, cultured variety 
of Christianity, while corruption fil- 
ters through the entire social and po- 
litical structure of the nation. We are 
in danger of taking our place in the 
graveyard of nations, unless revival 
comes to lift us from the morass into 
which we are sinking. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: A NATION 
CAN DIE. 


“History repeats itself” is an age- 
old axiom too often unheeded. It seems 
most difficult for one nation to learn 
and profit from the experience of an- 
other. 


Great leadership, qualities of integ- 
rity and honor, or resourcefulness and 
industry, often account for their rise. 
And their decline and fall can nearly 
always be traced to the moral and 
spiritual decay. 


We in America have no cause for 
smug complacency. Let it be remem- 
bered that “Righteousness exalteth a 
nation, but sin is a reproach to any 


people.”
